THE RECENT GENERAL ELECTION, 
Sik,—With your leave I would submit that it is an illusion to attribute to 
the present so-called Liberal party, the characteristic liberal sentiments of the 
Party to which the late Baron Lionel de Rothschild belonged. 

{ have lately had some experience at Falmouth of the * fii de sivcle” 
Liberals. I was accepted there unanimously, at a crowded public meeting, as 
the Unionist Candidate for the United Borough of Penryn, Falmouth and 
Flushing. At that meeting I expressly referred to my religion and to my com- 
munity. Now, just see the opposite side of the picture, the conduct of the 
local representatives of the so-called Liberal party. 

()n the mere rumour of my willingness to stand as the Unionist Candidate, 
the local organ of the Liberal party published half a column of sneers and gibes 
at my religion. A s2ries of attacks followed week by week, not so much on me 
as on my religious community. First, there wasa reference to the * unscrupulous 
and deceptive character of the Hebrews ;” then the readers of this ‘ Liberal’ 
paper-were told in effect that to vote for me was to “ smite the Lord of Life 
to his face,” and that “If Mr. Cohen had the mind of a Bacon, the tongue of 
a Demosthenes, and the wealth of a Crwsus, it should not. suffice 
to aid him in legislating for this country, which owes so much to the Christian 
religion,” and so on, 

The Liberal newspaper from which I reproduce the above quotations is 
owned and controlled by the Chairman of the Liberal Association of the 
Borough, and is published in the interest of my opponent, the Liberal 
member, Mr. F.J. Horniman. I bave reason to believe that the earlier abuse of 
wy religion in this paper was brought under Mr. Hornimans notice. I should 
add that Mr. Horniman was greeted on his arrival in the Borough with a song 
s.t to the tune of “ The Soldiers of the Queen,” published at the office of the 
same Liberal paper, and entitled “ Election POngs, No, 1,” with a verse denying 
honour to members of my community. 

I did not comment on these expressions of Liberal opinion until after my 
opponent had had an opportunity of himself publicly commenting on 
them, and, if he thought fit, of repudiating them. Instead of this, 
the Rev. W. Hamilton (announced as a member of the London School Board)

English Zionist Federation, 


/Sik,—The question of Zionism and the General Election may seem to many 
as of no importance, or importunate to be referred to again in the columns of 
your journal, but I am afraid that all your correspondents have really missed the 
most important point, and that without adequate discussion we are apt to com- 
mit mistakes that will inevitably make us the laughing stock of any mediocrity, 
und it is for this reason that I beg your permission for a few lines in your journal 
on this question. | 

Zionism tends to create the greatest radical change in the moral as well as 
the material life of the Jews ; as an ideal Zionism is consequently radical, and 
one, having accepted Zionism as the only solution of the Jewish question, can- 
not help being a Radical in every phase of life. So much for the principle, and 
now for the practice. 

The circular of the English Zionist Federation invited the various candi- 
dates, in the event of their being elected, to support the Government of this 
country in the exercise of their influence with the Turkish Government to grant 
a charter to the Jews. Here, of course, comes the question which Govern- 
ment? Liberal or Tory ? I may not be far cut of the mark to sey that since the 


denunciations of the Turkish Government by the Liberal party tor the so-called 


cruelty to the Christians in Turkey, the Liberals are probably viewed with dis- 


‘favour in Turkish official circles: on the contrary, the Conservatives, who have 


never said a disparaging word about Turkey, may probably succeed far better in 
the exercise of their influence to obtain a charter; it follows, then, that we 
/ionists, although principally Radical, are to vote Conservative. So much for 
the practice. | 

This obvious contradiction between principle and practice can certainly not 
be attributed to the “snatched” election of the Government. . | 

It is a natural result of precipitating matters without any adequate thought 
on the part of our leaders. By exercising the right of citizenship in an election 
on apy unpeérial question, the Zionist has to a certain degree abdicated his rights

[n the same number of your valuable paper, however, I fiad an account of the 
circulation of 38,000 copies, and the issue of another 20,000 copies, of Mr. Singer 8 
excellent Prayer Book. And turning the pages of this Prayer Book—“ the 
Authorised Prayer Book of the United Hebrew Congregations of the British 
Empire,” mark you—I come upon passage after passage of a nature which I 
challenge Mr. Singer to parallel in the Prayer Books of any other English dis. 
senting sect. I can only hope Mr. Singer's elegant English will not carry them 
into the hands of our enemies and provide that proverbial handle. 
[ will not insist on the Prayer for the Royal Family, with its humble 
iedivval acceptance of the position of a protected clav, and its suppli_ 
cation, ‘In her days and in ours may Judah be saved, and Israel dwell securely . 
and may the Redeemer come unto Zion.” But consider the “ Eighteen Blessings *’ 
which are said three times a day. ‘Sound the great horn for our freedom ; lift 
up the ensiga to gather our exiles, and gather us from the four corners of the 
earth. Blessed art thou, O Lord, who gatherest the banished ones of thy 


people Israel. Restore our judges as. at the first, and our counsellors 


as at the beginning.’ Or consider the Grace after Meals, simply peppered with 
similar aspirations ; even the shorter form speaks of “ Israel thy people,” and 


prays that the glory of the Temple be speedily magnified. A Jew who writes 


himself down ‘ Vaterlandslos,” is, according to Mr, Singer, an absurd poseur. 


Yet Mr. Singer (p. 234) instructs the Jew to pray at every festival (I remember 


praying so myself): “ Buton account of our sins we were exiled from our land 
and removed far from ourcountry . . Lead us with exultation unto Zion 


_ Thy city and unto Jerusalem, the place of Thy sanctuary, with everlasting joy : 


there we will prepare before Thee the offerings that are obligatory for us, «c,” 


I shudder to think of the 58,000 absurd poseurs who will use Mr. Singer's - 
edition, But I sympathise sincerely with Mr. Singer. It isa pitiful tangle 


Judaism has got itself into for lack of able and honest teachers 
through long centuries, It is quite obvious that the theory of 


Judaism which Mr, Singer really holds is de-nationalised spiritualism ; 


it is high time an honest prayer-book were issued here—such as exists 
in America—for those who have finally abandoned nationalistic aspira- 
tion and the hopes of undoing the defeats of 70 Ap. I could respect 
Boers who, 1830 years hence, should still pray for the restoration of the 
Dutch Republic in South Africa, and the coming of a celestial Kruger, but I 
could have only pity for a Boer clergyman who, while publishing a prayer-book 
saturated with Boer-Republican aspirations, should sneer at those who took 
those prayers seriously. | 

Either let the next generation be trained to consider themselves Englishmen 
or let them be taught to consider themselves as noble exiles, provisionally 


doing their duty in the country in which their lot is cast. But let not their 
brains be muddled and tampered with, as mine was, by two contradictory 
teachings, nor their natural absorption of English ideas, ideals and traditions 
checked and confused by tales of what happened two thousand miles away 
two thousand years before they were born. Mr. Singer's quotation from 
Freeman is either irrelevant to hia argument or perilous to his position. An 
adopting community only exercises all that assimilative influence upon its 
adopted members which Freeman describes, when they are willing to be adopted, 
not when they build a fence against this invasive influence. And if in the case 
of the Jews, it were indeed true that they could become “ in speech, in feeling, 
in thought and in habit, genuine members of the community which has 
artificially made them its own,” then the reason for their separate existence 
would be gone, And in truth, in so far as Jews do, in the civilised communities 
of Europe and America, take on the characteristics of their environment and 
become one with it, their isolation by inter-marriage is a mere bad habit, The 
more logical see this, and drift silently away ; the less logical do not see this and 
drift along meaninglessly ; the illogical publish Zionist prayer-books.

JEWS AS MISSIONARIES. 


Sir,—I offer for the consideration of your readers another juotation, 
It is taken from a correspondence, still in MS., between two scholars 
of my acquaintance :—‘‘Can you imagine the ancient chosen people of 
God going about begging for a nationality—clamouring everywhere ‘We are 
you '’—joining the Boxers of every nation on earth, and using the last crumbs 
of the sacred language in which God-Shalom addressed His children to invoke 
His blessing upon the ‘ Mitrailleuse, the ‘Krupp gun,’ and other anti-Messianic 
contrivances.” | 

The terrible irony of the situation becomes apparent when we remember that 
while millions of Aryans lay eager claim to the name and heritage of Israel, Israel 
ashamed of its Semitic origin, seeks to disavow itself and to ape the Occident in 
all things except its admiration for Israel. It has become for it almost a sacred 


duty to occidentalise its religion. It forgets all the while that, however ricbly 


endowed the European genius may be, religion is not one of its gifts. Nota 
single European god has survived the awakening of mankind from savagery 
and barbarism. Nor has Europe produced a single great religious founder. 
St. Francis of Assisi, the hero of modera sentimentalism, remains, despite all 
decoration in latest French style, a crude imitation of the Samitic original. 
But perhaps the saddest feature among so much that is farcical is that we 
still profess to possess a mission to the world. The idea of this mission is 
certainly an old one. A community forming a Kingdom of Priests must have 
the whole world for its parish. Butis the constant endeavour to level down the 
intellectual and spiritual standard to that of the surroundings compatible with 
the missionary ideal’ Missionaries are only «w/ti the people, but not of the 
people. They share their griefs, but hold aloof from their orgies, They con- 
vert the world but do not allow the world to convert them. They neither 
court popularity nor pander to prejudice. They must destroy the idol before 
they can proclaim the God, Abraham, the first missionary, the “ Friend of 


_God,” had to stand alone contra mundum, and in this his real greatness is said 


to have consisted. Such passive virtues as we may po3sess are somewhat too 
common to be very imposing, while our success in the various callings of life is 
of too material a nature to be used asa spiritual weapon. Inthe realmsof pure 
thought we remain in spite of all our boasting only second-rate, not possess- 
ing a single man who might be called a leader of thought. It is 
more than passing strange that under the screw of the Inquisition and the 
Cherem we could produce a Spinoza, while to-day, with all our prosperity, we 
cannot show evena commentator to Spinoza. But the world will never be 
conquered by mediocrities. If then our endless talk about a religious mission 
is not to degenerate into mere cant, a religious atmosphere will have to be 
created quite different to that in which we have lived hitherto. Thrs atmos- 
phere will, in the first place, have to be thoroughly and intensely Jewish. The 
centre of gravity of all our thought and sympathies will have to be placed, 
irrespective of country, among Jews. Whatever our political destiny may be, 
our religious destiny can never be worked out by the West in isolation. The 
religious energies of all our brethren of the West and of the East, in closest 
communion, will be required for its consummation. We have got the men, we 
have got the money and a good deal of system, too, but they have the simple 
faith, they have the knowledge of Jewish lore, and they have the will and the | 
strength, inured as they are to suffering, to live and to die for their conception 
of Judaism. They permit no “free love” in religion. Universality means . 
with them what it meant with the prophets and their Jewish (not Christain) 
successors—that the whole world should become Jews, not that Judaism should 
fade out into the world. Wehave the method and they have the madness; 
only if we combine can the victory be ours. A closer communion of sympathies 
will probably be facilitated by our devoting some more time to the Hebrew lan- 
guage, whichis still the depository of all that is sacred to the Kastern Jew. From 
this literature we shall obtain the revelation of his standard of religious fervour 
and real spirituality, the height of which remains unsuspected and undreamt of 
by the Occidentals. 
Above all, religious enthusiasm and zeal, if they are to be effective 
will have to be brought to the boiling point. It is only that zeal which 
will consume all wordliness, which will suffer no rival, and which will not falte, 
in its devotion becauss of any dread of onesidedness that can be of any use to 
the missionary. Now Judaism has often been accused of being deficient in 
enthusiasm, the great mysterious power of spiritual propagation. It was always 


inconceivable to me how such an accusation could be brought against a people 
which has produced the Psalms, or, in a later period, the great allegorical com- 
mentaries to the Song of Songs. But in view of the constant boast of our 
common sense and the pains we take to avoid anything which might be suspected 
of eccentricity or even idealism, our morbid craving after the applause of the 
majority, and our eager desire to jose ourselves in the majority, our deification 
of the balance-sheet and the cold, stiff, business-like spirit in which our institu-

Sirn,—Perhaps you will allow me as an Englishman, u./ “of the Jewish 
persuasion,” to say a word on the question raised by Professor Schechter aud 
discussed by Mr. Singer in your columns, ae 

Mr. Singer says: “Germans, French and Englishmen may be Christians 

or Jews. . . . . If T speak of myself as an English Jew I mean that [am 
an Englishman professing the Jewish faith.” [ venture to think that the 
assumptions underlying this statement are untenable. 
(a). Teas impled that to be a Jew is not a question of race but merely 
involves the profession of a certain faith, viz,, the Jewish, ‘This is notoriously 
not the case. Judaism, as is well-known. insists rigidly on racial exclusiveness. 
[n the extremely rare casesin which persons not of the Jewish race are admitted 
within the ranks of Judaism, a. marked distinction is drawn between such 
proselytes and those members who are of pure Jewish stock. And rightly so if 
Judaism is the religion of a particular race, viz, that branch of the Semitic 
race which- bal as its centre within historical times the land of Judai, and was 
diffused from that centre. [ am one of. those who think that 
is justified in maintaining its racial exclusiveness in view of the part iis des- 
tined to play in ihe future bistory of the world. © Only let there be no disguise 
of the fact that Judaism is mainly an affair of race. ‘To speak as though it were 
open to Germans. French, and Englishmen to adopt either Christianity or 
Judaism is misleading. Judaism is not primarily a matter of choice, but of 
birth. A Jewis born, not made, Without endorsing the sentiment of Heine's 
dictum, it may be said that, in his perverse way. he expressed more than a half 
truth when he declared that Judaism was not a religion but amisfortune, [tis 
only those German, French, and English citizeus (or subjects) who happen to 
belong tothe Jewish race who p:ofess Judaism 

On the other hand it would, of course, be absurd to speak of a Christian’ 
rice, seelbg that all races can, without exception, be (and to a large ex/ent are) 
Christian, The term “Christian” has no racial connotation whatever. Con- 
sequently the classification of the civilised world into Christians and“ Jews) 
isillegical. The terms are disparate. 

Moreover, it is quite possible for a man to be a Jew without professing the 
Jewish faith. This, of course. follows if what, has been said with regard to the 
racial element in Judaism is correct. Or. are there no such persons as Free- 
thinking Jews, who have repudiated the profession of the Jewish faith? — If 
such are not Jews what are they’ 

(2) Whatis an Eeelishman ? 

Strictly speaking, this term surely implies a member of the bagh-h oe, 
Anglo-Saxon) race. Itis true that the word is sometimes used witha wider 
connotation to embrace iembers of the other (Celtic) races which have played 
a historical part in the evolution of Great Britain. This wider use of the t- rm 
may be accepted, though protests have recently been made agaiust its use in 
this inclusive sense. But now we are asked to accept the term ina wider sens» 
still, viz. aS meaning “a man who was bora in or 1s a citizen of Eaglaud.’ 
Dictionary definitions, it may be remarked in passing. are by no means always 
above ermticism., According to this definition, a Hindu who settles down in 
England. adopting Howlish customs, speech, ete, and epfoyling the rights «of 
isan Englishman of the Hindu race! Similarly, it would be 
possible to speak of an Eaghshman of the negro race, andso on. The fact ‘i 
the moment we begin to are the term Eovlishman,) apart frou its racial con- 
notation, we are landed in absurdities. 

It seems to me that Mr. Singer has confused the term * Englishman” with 
or eaglish subject.” An “ Engl shman in the proper sense 
ot the word is an English citizen of the English race; similarly a Jew settled 
in England is an Enghsh citizen of the Jewish race : an English Hindu, again, 
is an Enghish eitizen of the Hindu race. In exactly the same way there were 
In Rome in Philo’s ume Roman citizens of the Jewish race (Pinlo, Levat: ad 
(ium S25), as wellas elsewhere in the Roman (especially in Asia Minor: 
cr, Josephus Ant: xiv, 10 ete.) I do uot, of course, deny that Jews can (by 
race assimilation) become l.oglishmen in the strict sense of the term. But the 
process can only be successtully carried out at the expense of their Judaism. 

The English race is capable of absorbing Jewish as well as other uon- 
english racial elements. 

My definition, therefore. of an English Jew is:

Sik —Professor Schechter will surely be best able to assign a reason why he 
has felt calied upon to remind your readers of Stevenson’s remarks on Jews, 
But any impartial observer of our communal life must have sometimes found 
it difficult to ward off the questions: Where is-Judaism drifting? What are 
the ideals and aspirations of the present established Judaism in the United 
Kingdom ? The inconsistencies are so numerous and palpable that there is 
hardly any need for me to point out special cases. When [read Dr. Schechter’s 
manly, by no means untimely, but somewhat disguised, appeal to wake up the 
dormant sentiment of self-respect in our community, I thought that this might 
furnish some of our ministers with a decent theme for a Saturday morning 
sermon I was, therefore, greatly surprised to fiad the Rev.S Singer, one of ‘our 
few able ministers. pouring out his wrath—not without a graia of salt—on Dr 
Schechter for his having had the audacity to speak too openly the truth. It is 
true Mr. Sioger imagines, rightly or wrongly, that Professor Schechter aimed 
at him personally. However that may be Mr. Singer does not improve his case 
by reiterating his firm decision to substitute the expression: “ Englishmen 
professing the Jewish faith,” instead of “ Jew.’ Doubtless Mr. Singer has a 
right to style himself as he likes, and from a dry legal point of view he is 
perfectly entitled to this substitute. I may even add that anyone who is 
acquainted with Mr. Singer’s strenuous ¢ {forts to raise the spiritual standard of 
Judaism, will not be loth to acknowledge the noble motive which causes him 
to refuse being termed Jew, viz., profound and sincere devotion to the country 
which. bestowed on us full citizenship. But if sociological considerations 
are taken into account—and these can never be disregarded—Mr. Singer 
will soon discover that his self-denial will be viewed by many in a 
quite different light. It seems to me, however, that Mr. Singer is also 
partly carried by his argument into a wrong direction. He protests against the 
classification of mankind into German, French, English, ete, and Jews, prob- 
ably because the latter are lacking one of the essential features (notae exsentiales) 
which the former possess, viz, political independence. He is, therefore, per- 
fectly justified in stigmatising the inference (as French, Germans, and Eoglish 
have their separate hospitals so should Jews have) as wrong. For indeed such 
a conclusion is a fallacy of pefitio princip/i, since the contents of the notion (Jew) 
are not on a par with those of French, German, ete. But if Mr. 


Singer goes on to say since the above classification is wrong 
for the particular case at issue, therefore it has no raison détre 
altogether, he immediately becomes a victim of another fallacy

Century civilization opened the eyes of the Jew to the necessity of making a 
proselyte of Zionism and admitting it into the Synagogue ; and the authorities of 
‘he Cathedral Road Synavogue, are to be congratulated on being (to my know- 
edge) the first Enclish Synagogue to open its portals to the Zionist movement, 
‘Oo invite it to take 1!s stand upon consecrated ground—its proper place.

| The Polna Murder. 

The second trial of Leopold Hii!sner for what is known as the Polna 
murder is to commence next Thursday, the 25th, at Pisek (Bohemia), The 
solution is still doubtful, as Hii!sner will have to appear on the charge of 
murdering, not only Agnis Hruza, but also Marie Kl ma. Why he is accused 
also of the second murder, which in point of time was the earlier of the two, 15 
not yet publicly known ; but it appears that as the circumstances attending the 
murder of Klima were similar to those in the ease of Hruza. 
the Crown Prosecutor came to the conclusion that they were committed by the 
same individ usl. The result of the trial is doubtful, but this much is known 
viz., that the President of the Jury will take a wiler view of his duties than did 
his predecessor at the first trial,and that neither the Crown Attorney nor Dr, 
Baxa (who will again 4ppear for Hroza’s mother) will be permitted to introduce 
such anti-Semitic matter into their speeches as was the case at the Kuttenbcrg 
trial. A mass of material will be entrusted to two medical experts 
and instead of two ignorant village practilioners, two Professors 
of the Prague University will on this occasion act as Medical Assessors 
to the Court. The anti-Semitic press is therefore making little stir, and 1s afraid 
to exercise that terrorism by means of which it sought to influence the jury and 
public opinion at Hiilsner’s fist trial. Dr. Baxa wished to give some popular 


lectures on “ritual murder” at Pisek, but was forbidden to do so hy the 


Government; thus no platform will be available for him to propagate his 
calumnies, 


The Convent Scandal. 

Equally mysterious 1s the Araten affair, with which your readers are already 
familiar. ‘The young girl, Micbalina Aratep, who was inveigled from her 
father’s house by nuns and baptised by them, has disappeared from Cracow 
without leaving any clue to her whereabouts, which noboly but the nuns 
know. Her grief-stricken father has left no stone unturned in order to 
recover his child, but all his steps have been in vain. Even his audience with 
the Emperor availed him nothing, and when recently he came to Vienna to seek 
another interview, he was told by the Chancellor of the [Imperial Cabinet that 
the Emperor must not be annoyed again. When Araten applied to the 
magistrate having jurisdiction in a locality where he believed his daughter to 
be concealed to search the Convent, he received the reply, that should the 
Crown authorities give orders to this effect, the magistrate would refuse to 
carry them out as had been the case at Cracow. In Austria, as is well-known, 
the Church and the Galic'an “Schlachta” are the most powerful factors. The 
Felicianer Nuns, who were specially imported into Galicia from Posen to 
carry on the proselytising mission and who have their branches in. several 
places, are under the protection of the highest Polish aristocracy, and nobody 
dares to interfere with them. The Polish Countesses also apply their energies 
to the conversion of Jewish girl-,and duriug her detention in.the Convent at 
Cracow, Michelina Araten was frequently visited by Countess Tarnowski, who 
brought her flowers and bon-bons. It is easy to imagine what effect the 
patronage of a Countess had on the mind of a g rl of fourteen.

sut the hour of reckoning is approaching. The coming elections for the 
Imperial Parliament have called into existence a combined movement of all 
parties against the all-powerful influence of the Clericals and the “Schlachta.” 
Peasants, artisans, and citizen, Poles and Ruthenians, have united in order to 
defeat the adherents of the “Schlachta’’ at the polls,and thus put an end to 
their power. A similar movement is noticeable among the Jews. Tne political 
and economical situation of the Jews in Galicia is becoming worse and worse : 
every possible harm has been done to them by the “Schl.chta,” and they have 
therefore approached the Radical party. Even in those districts where Jews 
are in the majority, and where Jewish Deputies have hitherto been returned, 
the former members, who are but the tools of the “ Schlachta,” are to 
be opposed, and other candidates, probably Zionists, are to be supported 
in their stead. The prospects of the new candidates appear to be favourable. 
It is already known that Dr. S. R. Landau, of Vienna, is to oppose Dr. Byk, 
another Jew, in the Galician constituency he has hitherto represented.

Long before the era of Jewish emancipation, the British House of 
Commons included in its ranks members of the Jewish race. Until the election 
of Baron Lionel de Rothschild, however, no member professing a non-Christian 
faith had been chosen to representia constituency in Parliament. The Lopeses, 
the Ricardos, the Bernals and their Jewish colleagues had all discarded their 
ancestral faith prior to their entry into political life, and although some of 
them were not unmindful of their origin, it needed the election of a Rothschild 
and a Salomons before English Jewry could be fitly represented in the Senate 
of this country. 

The earliest of the Jewish candidites for Parliament were Alderman 
Salomons, Barons Lionel and Mayer de Rothschild and Sir |. L. Goldsmid, 
In 1847 and 1852. the Alderman was unsuccessful at Greenwich, but after his 
first success Sir David. as he afterwards became, retained the confidence of the 
electors of Greenwich until after the General Election of 180%. 

At the elections of 1817 and 1852, that were fought unsuccessfully by 
Alderman Salomons, the City of London returned a representative who was 
debarred from taking his seat. The great honour of sitting for the City was 
conferred on Baron Lionel de Rothschild at the former election, and the 
confidence that was then placed in him was renewed on every occasion until his 
defeat at the election of 1868. He was re-elected at a bye-election but again 
defeated in 1874, when he finally retired from public life. At the election of 
1847 there were two other unsuccessful Jewish candidates, Sir Isaac Lyon 
(;oldsmid at Beverley, and Baron Mayer de Rothschild at Hythe. The. latter 
did not abandon hope, however, and in 1850 gained a seat in thesame constituency, 
which he represented until 1874. | 

At the 1865 election three new Jewish candidates became members of 
Parliament. The electors of Aylesbury sent Mr. Nathaniel d2 Rothschild to 
represent them at Westminster ; Honiton chose Mr. F. D, Goldsmid as its 
member. Oa the same occasion, Sir Francis Goldsmid was re-elected for 
Reading, he baving first obtained his seat at a bye-election. In 1865, Mr. (after- 
wards Sir) Julian Goldsmid fought his first conte-t at Cirencester without 
success. The following year, his candidature was approved by the electors of 
Honiton. For two years he represented this ancient borough, and then, at the 
election of 1X6x, he unsuccessfully contested Mid-Surrey. From 187) to 1889, he 
was member for Rochester. In the latter year he was defeated, but gained a 
seat in South St. Pancras in 1885, and held it until his death in 1846, 

The representation of Aylesbury was retained by Sir Nathaniel de 
Rothschild until his elevation to the peerage in 1885, Sir Francis Goldsmid 
remained member for Reading until hisdeath in 1478. Among the new members 


returned at the election of 1808 were Mr. Serjt. Simon for Dewsbury and Mr, | 


George Jessel for Dover. The former represented the same constituency until 
his resignation in 1X86, the latter until his appointment as Master of Rolls in 
1873, 

In 1874 the first Jewish Conservative was returned in the person of Mr. 
Saul Isaac, who sat for Nottingbam until his defeat in 1&0). In 188% he was the 
unsuccessful candidate for Central Finsbury. At the 1880 election, (:reenwich 
gained another Jewish representative in the person of Baron Henry de 
Worms, who replaced Mr. (iladstone in the Conservative interest. A notable 
feature of the same election was the d efeat of Sir (then Mr.) Edward Clarke. 
in Southwark, by Mr. Arthur Cohen, Q.C. Pontefract also obtained a Jewish 
member in the person of Mr. Sidney Woolf. Baron Henry de Worms sat for 
Greenwich for five years, In 188) he migrated to Liverpool and represented 
one of the divisions of that city until 1895, when he was raised to the peerage 
as Lord Pirbright. Mr. Arthur Cohen remained member for the undivided 
borough of Southwark until the election following the Redistribution Act of 
1885, when he was chosen for the Western Division, He was re-elected in 140, 
but resigned in 1888, In 1574 he had unsuccessfully contested Lewes, 


The 1885 election introduced Messrs. Lionel L. Cohen, Samuel Montagu, and - 


Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild to the House of Commons. Mr, lL. L. Cohen 
represented North Paddington until his death in 1887; Baron Ferdinand 
de Rothschild remained member for Mid-Bucks until his death in 1899, In 1886 
there were no new Jewish members, but at bye-elections during that Parliament 
Messrs, 5. Stern and H.S, Leon gained seats at Suffolk, N.W., and Bucks, North 
These seats were retained in 182, when Mr. Benjamin L. Cohen first entered 
the House of Commons for East Islington. | 7

Is this the first play on Herod that has ever been produced in Englind ? 

 Itis the first play we bave had in this country during the present century. 
But before that we had no less than five Herod plays. The first was by a Lady 
Elizabeth Carew, who appears to have had a literary salon ia the time of James 
J. She published a play called ‘“Mariamne” three years after the death of 
Shakespeare, Then, in Charles I's. reign, there was a play entitled ‘ Herod and 
Antipater,’ by two men, Markham and Samps’n. Markbam was aman of great 
versatility. A third play, ¢Wled ‘ Herod and Mariamne,’ was written by Samuel 
Pordage in 1674. Then the best known play was that by Elijah Fenton, which 
was played several times down to the beginning of this century. Finally there 
was one by I*carcis Peck, who wrote the ‘ Life of Milton,’ and published his play 
along with the Life. 

“Then also Herod has often been treated by foreign dramatists. The 
most noted play of all on the subject is by the Spanish poet, Calderon. who 
called bis production’ Jealousy the Greatest Monster, or the Tetrarch of Juda. 
It is a very fine work indeed, rugged and large, and one of the best of bis 
dramas. Oa the other hand, Voltaire’s ‘ Mariamne’ is one of the thinnc st plays 
that was ever composed on a great subject. There are also two or three 
other French plays, and a German work on the subject by Hebbel, produced 
in 1865.” 

You take the part of Herod, I suppose ? 

“Yes, and Miss Maud Jeffries will personate Mariamne.”

An Actor for 7o Years.

JULIUS BEREND. 

We learn from Hanover that the Hofschauspieler Julius Berend, who 
completed his *).h year last Saturday, is still active on the boards. In one or 
other capacity this aged comedian has been entertaining the public for a space 
of 7) years. Boro in Berlin in October, 1810, he first appeared as a child of 10) 
yoars in the ballet, and remained in the Royal Ballet till 1838, But Berend had 
too much of the spirit of the true actor to rest satisfied with such an occupation 
and for the purpose of developing his dramatic power, he joined the Amateur 
Dramatic Company ‘“ Urania,’ which enjoyed a good reputation in the Prussian 
Capital. In 1838 he removed from Berlin to join the Company o€ the Stad- 

theater of Stettin, where he remained & years. He had a good tenor voice and 
took leading par{s in Comic Operas, In the compositions of Lortzing and 
Gustav Raeder, which were greatly appreciated, Berend found a good field 
for his many-sided talent, his quick and ever-ready vein of humour, his pleasant 
and flexible voice, and his early-acquired act of dancing. It was in these 
capacities that he made his mark, and long enjoyed the popular favour. Even 


now this octogenarian isable to give proofs of his power, which never fail to — 


draw from his audiences a measure of approbation, which is due to an old 
favourite who has never degraded his art or abused his power.

Quisanté at'racts by his genius as he 
repels by his blunted sense of honour ; wins enthusiastic devotion from high- 
born and high-minded men, and compels the adherence if not the love of th 
flower of beautiful English womanhood. . 


We have travelled far siace that stereotyped figure of the money-lender did 


duty both in drama and in fiction. Jewry has now become a well-stocked mine 
for the novelist, and varied indeed have been the resultsof the diggings. It is 
we Jews who have naturally enough delved most strenuously inthis mine, but it 
ha; been given toa Teuton to create from its material one of the most convincing 
and interesting figures of modern literature. , 


For Quisanté is not only a clev.rly-drawn Jewish character, but in him we | 


seem to understand much of the complexity and mystery of the Jewish race. 
If he is the incarnation of that sor jidness and unscrupulousness that centuries 
of au abnormally hard struggle for existence have engendered ; if he personifies 
the self-conscious egotism and love of display that are unquestionsbly racial 
characteristics—yet is he equally a part of the spirit and genius that filled the 
great prophets of old, and which those very evil qualities have kept alive by 
securing tha continued existence of the race.. it is, indeed, a strange and 
paradoxical creature that Mr. Hope has drawn for us, but scarcely more strange 
and paradoxical than the history of hiskind! H+ at once represents what is 
tighest and what is lowest in us. There are moments when we could say, that 
like Moses, the skin of bis face shone with the reflected glory of God, and there 


are times, and these are by far the more numerous, when nothing is more — 


apparent than that the idol has feet of clay. on | 

It says much for the author's skill that he not only kindles, but keeps alive 
throughout, our interest in a hero, whose manners are oily when they would be 
conciliatory, and whose vanity makes him a mountebank; who can win au 
election by circulating false reports about his opponent, or promote a compa y 
for an invention that he has good authority for believing faulty. Yes, aud Mr. 
Hope does more than interest us, he almost makes us love his mannerlers and 
moral-less Quisant“®. We can forgive a vanity for whose gratification a man 
defies death itself, more especially when we know that much of the applause that 
he seeks, part of the public he wishes to please is the woman that he rises 
above himself in loving. And for his lack of a sense of honour? Well, be is 
childishly innocent that be is without the sense, and we condone that too.

MAJOR MATTHEW NATHAN, 
Appointed Governor of the Gold Coast. 


The Queen has been pleased to approve of the appointment of Major 
Matthew Nathan, R.E., C.M.G. (lately Acting Governor of Sierra Leone), to be 
Governor of the Gold Coast im succession to Sir Frederic Mitchell Hodgson 
K.C.M.G, 

It was in March of last year that Major Nathan was appointed Ly the Queen 
to administer the Government of Sierra Leone temporarily during the absence 
of the Governor on leave; and he discharged his duties during a somewhat 
trying time with great ability and success. Major Nathan, the first Jew 
appointed to a Colonial Governorship, is a son of the late Mr. Jonah Nathan, of 
Pembridge Square, and was born on the jrd of January, |v. He js thus only 
in his thirty-ninth year. He joined the Royal Engineers on May 1!):h, L880, 
from the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich, where he received the Pollcock 
Medal as the most distinguished cadet of his term, and the sword for exemplary 
good conduct. He was promoted Captain on the I‘/th May, [SsG, in the 
Engineers, and Major on October 22ad, 18/8. He serv ed in Sierra Leone in 
connection with its fortification as an Imperial coaling station in“1sx3 44, and 
again as Commanding Royal Engineers in 1880-86 and 57.

It was grati- 
fying to notice that all the leading congregations of the city were well repre- 
sented—testimony that the obstacles which formerly barred the way to a 
peaceful reconciliation are gradually disappearing. No doubt this was due in 
great measure to the popularity of the rev. gentleman, but it proves also the 
correctness of the contention we have always held, that an interchange of put- 
pits is a valuable factor ia cementing the friendship which should prevail among 
the units which constitute the community. Besides preaching an impressive 
sermon, which, we are told, deeply impressed his auditors, Mr. Singer took part 
in the Morning Service, by reading the Haphtorah in Foglish aud also reciting 
the prayer for the Royal Family.

Jews Murdered in Morocco. 


FROM OUR MOGADOR CORRESPONDENT, | 
I have received news from Mogador to the effect that two Jews were 
murdered while they journeyed from Morocco City to Mesfiwa (a place, I think, 
nearly a day’s distance from the former town) with the object of buying 
almonds there, an article for which there has been an enormous demand this 
year owing to the failure of the crops in Sicily. The murderers at the same time 
took away their mules with the money we d chattels they carried, But I am 
happy to say that the assassins this time not only did not escape scot free, as is 
_ usually the rule when the victims are Jews, but have also received condign 
punishment; for the tribe under whose protection the Jews were, and with 
whom the poor fellows seem to have been very popular, took the matter to 
heart very much; and, assembling, decided with unanimity to leave nothing 
undone until they had caught and punished the murderers, who seem to have 
_ belonged to another tribe, This they did with a speed and a sense of justice— 
somewhat arbitrary it is true, but the scene is in Morocco—whichare interest- 
ing dnd traly remarkable in the annals of the Jews of Morocco. And not only 
did they make the murderers, the number of whom is not quite clear, forfeit 
their own lives for those which they had cut off, but they have also recovered 
the mules with all the money they carried; presumably and doubtless, under 
the circumstances, to restore them to the families of the murdered parties. 
If all the tribes amomg whom Jews lived took such hearty measures to 
obtain reparation for wrongs of this kind perpetrated 


on their Jewish protégés, 
there would assuredly be an appreciable reduction in the number of denen 


victims who falla prey to the murderous band of the Moorish assassin. , 
I have not been furnished with the name of the tribe which for once has in 
a very conspicuous and fearless fashion championed the cause of the Jews.

JOHANNESBURG, SEPTEMBER 27TH. 

In spite of the sad gaps made in our communal ranks by war contingencies 
the three Johannesburg svnagogues were filled by large congregations on both 
days of the recent New Year's Festival.

The Rev. D. Wasserzug preached on 
both days with remarkable impressiveness. Taking his text from Psalm xxxix 
- Lord, makes me to. know mine end, and the measure of my days, what it is : 
ict me know how fleeting Lam,” the preacher showed what a striking commentary 
on those words were the events of the past year. The Angel of Death had 
heen abroad throughout their land, they might almost hear the beating of his 
wings. It was an abundant harvest which he had reaped among them and 
fhe tlowers which he bad mowed down had been among the fairest of the race 
Therefore was that day called the Day of Memorial, for it bade them remember: 
‘Man, dust thou art, to dust returnest; for thou art like the grass that 
witherethb, the blossom that fadeth, the dream that fleeteth.”

‘The thought of their transitoriness was indeed sombre and 
lopressing. But the Psalmist himself dispelied the cloud which he had raised.

that no repetition is needed in these columns, Bat as Mr. Brodrick, speak- 
ing for the Foreign Office, made the fact of no representation having been 
made by English Jews a ground for inaction, it is as well that this omission 
is to be rectified, and that the British Government should once more be made 
acquainted with the oppression which the Jews, contrary to treaty, are made 
to endure in toumania. We are likewise giad to note the formation of astrong 
(ierman committee, not only to deal with the existing distress at its doors, but 
also to grapple with the much larger question of the whole future of the 
ltoumanian Jews, Under the second heading the committee will endeavour on 
the one hand to enconrage a systematically organised emigration from the 
eonntry, and on the other to lead assistance to and render independent 
those who have already l-ft their native land. ‘To those who are lmpatient 
of the long drawn out agony of the Ronumaniaa tragedy, or who are weary of 
balancing political possibilities in the country, emigration: still stands out 
and with some reason, as the oue hope of salvation for our oppressed 
brethren. \ nhappily the more information we receive upon the working, so 
far, of this remedy, the more’ convine:d we become of the many saares and 


pit’alls that beset it. Unorganised, it draws into the outward bound stream 


of emigrants many who know neither why they are leaving nor what they 
will do whea their destination is reached.

Again, they never— 
with the solitary exception of the Irish—make foreign or non-American ques- 
tions an issue in American politics. Moreover, economically, the Jewish 
immigrant is becoming more and more valuable with each succeeding day. 
The article we are referring to very wisely points out. an im) .ftant change 
which industry is undergoing. * The taking up of the last considerable tracts 
of Government land,” it says, ‘‘ marks the end of an era in onr economic 
history. The impending change from extensive to intensive agriculture that 
this circumstance foreshadows is itself but one aspect, and may be regarded 
a3 a type of a general change even now to be seea at work in the industrial 
system. Business competition to-day is everywhere giving the victory to 
care over carelessness, economy over wastefulness, ekill and training over 
ignorance. In short, a period seems to be opening in. which the cardinal 
industrial princi; le is thrift, in the most comprehensive sense of the term.

His picture of the condition of the ‘people is 
Help. as pitiful as anything to be found in contem- 
| . porary history. ‘Inno other great country of the 
world, he says, © is poverty—universal, monotonous, hopeless poverty—the 
national characteristic of the people... [tis in her most fertile dis- 
tricts that the worss famines occur, for famine—a little one every year, a big 
one every seven years—ha3s now become a_ regular occurrence, 
and the country. as one flies across it, leaves the general 
impression of indigence. In sharp and painful contrast with 
Western Icurope, there are virtually no fat stackyards, no cosy farm- 
house, no chautean of the local land-owner, no equire’s hall — pitifuy 
assemblages of men and women just on either side of the starvation 
line.” It is the same old story which 1s told by every traveller who returns 
from those vast stretches of territory that own obedience to the Little 
Father. And yet the fructifying streams of industry and ability, that might 
enrich the land and transform its fate, are kept cribbed, cabined, and confined, 
and prevented from spreading themselves abroad. The Jews—the ablest 
element in the country—are still hemmed in and cooped up, or rather 
imprisoned, in a filth of the territory of Rassia, and forbidden to. 
set foot in the ‘other four-fifths. Mr. Norman speaks 
of those awful recurring famines; bat the Jews—the mea who could get 
most nourishment out of an acre of land—are driven from the soil, so that 
where there might be a (juarter or half a million Jewish agricaltaralists, hold- 
ing famine at arm’s length from th» people, only some sixty thousand are to 
be foundin the Empire. It may bo that if Rassia were transformed from a 
predominantly agricultural into a more largely manufacturing State and the 
people thus made less directly dependent on the soil for their livelihood, the 
poverty which Mr. Norman pathetically describes as universal, monotonous 
and hopeless, would lose much of its bulk and its sting. But 
here, too, the men who could promote this change are trammeld, 
thwarted and oppressed.; Jewish artisans are harassed and persecuted 
at every turn, Jewish merchants crippled in their attempts at international 
commerce ; Jews, who might develope the latent mineral wealth of the country, 
are warned off the mines: while the country, with its needy finances and 
industrial backwardness, deliberately thrasts from its service those whose 
abilities are best calculated to administer and develope its resources ; and al] 
because it is feared, in the words of a thinly veiled anti-Semite, that ‘the 
presence of one Jew in eight hundred of the population would prove dangerous to 
the State.’ Until Russia drops its mad and craven theories as to the 
ablest of its citizens, it will always be possible for such words as Mr, 
Norman's to be penned of the great empire of the Tears.

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The Recent Fire at Constantinople. 


FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


CONSTANTINOPLE, OCT. 

The Relief Committee called into being after the recent disastrous fire in 
the Haskeui quarter, which rendered many hundreds of Jews homeless, con- 
tinues to receive donations, more or less important. from all parts. Numerous 
coreligionists in Western Europe have responded to the appeal, and the Jews 
in Constantinople itself have not remained indiff:rent to the catastrophe, for 
they have largely contributed towards alleviating the distress of their core- 
ligionists. M. Mellier, Manager of the Pera Palace Hotel, last week formed a 
Committee composed of the Managers of all the newspapers in this city, with 
the view of organising f‘tes in aid of the Relief Fund. M. Mellier generously 
laced at the disposal of the Organising Committee the Garden and The itre des 
Petits Champs, and the whole of the personne i: and with the object of making 
the f-te a success the Committee telegraphed to Malle. Saulier. of the Pheatre 
de la Gait¢ in Paris, inviting her to come to Constantinople and give a concert. She 
arrived here last Saturday. By order of .the Sultan the fctes were under the 
patronage of Redvan Pasha, Prefect of Constantinople, and were given last 
Sunday.. The day performance was very successful, and attracted a large 
audience. In the évening the Garden, illuminated by the electric light, presented 
a fairy-like spectacle. The attendance was both large and select, the price of 
admission having been doubled. M. Mellier, M. Robert Levy, the well-known 
antiquarian, and several other generous persons who gave disinterested help and 
displayed praiseworthy zeal, are to be congratulated on the thorough success of 
the f‘te, the receipts from which, added to other amounts already received, will, 

however, but momentarily relieve the distress. 
The victims of the conflagration are still camping out in the open air. The 
Relief Committee distributes food every day to some hundreds of persons, and 
to-day it has obtained authority from the Government to instal thirty families 
in a large empty house which stands near the scene of the disaster, and belongs 


to the State. The remainder are still among the ruins of the Misrahi Syna- 


gogue, and in the Camondo School and Garden, as well as in some empty 
houses. Upto the present the Government has only distributed food during 
four days.

Board of Guardians. 


A meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monday at the 
offices, Middlesex Street. There were present: Mr. Leonarp lL. Couey,

The Estate of the late Baroness de Hirsch. 


The PRESIDEN’ stated that in certain eventualities the Board, as it was 
aware, had a reversionary interest, in common with some foreign institutions, in 
‘he property left to the two adopted sons of the late Baron and Baroness de 
Hirsch. Litigation had ensued, owing to some landed property being in France, 
cad in August last, the Board received a citation to put an appearance in a suit 
between the executors and the adopted sons, which he believed was a friendly 
suit to determine the matter.. Mr. Lousada had been good enough to place 
himself in communication. with M. Narcisse Leven, who represented the Ecole 
Normale Orientale of the Alliance Isra¢lite Universelle, and who thought that 
his institution and the Board of Guardians should be represented. In a letter 
written to Mr. Lousada on the 15th October, M. Leven had promised to do 
everything in his power to further the Board's interests. Mr, A, EK. Sydney, the 
Hon. Solicitor to the Board, to whom the correspondence had been submitted, 
agreed that it would be quite safe to entrust the Board's interests to the care of 
M. Leven, to whom the Board were much indebted for what he bad promised 
to do, and this, from the Board's knowledge of him he would be sure to carry 
out. He (the President) did not anticipate that the Board would be involved 
in any large expenditure. | 

The Roumanian Immigrants. 


The PRESIDENT reported that although the immigration from Roumania 
had ceased, the Board was still confronted with the backwash of the movement 
in the form of the immigrants who had remained in London. This was 
unfortunate for all, and not least for the Board, because he attributed the 
unsatisfactory state of the Board’s funds to the heavy expenditure on account 
of the immigrants, From June until the eve of the New Year the Board bad 
repatriated 326 Roumanian. cases, representing 455 souls, at a cost of £1,100. 
They had also repatriated 416 Russian and Polish cases, costing £360, as against 
iss during the corresponding period last year, at an outlay of £160. These 
were not included in the Russian cases dealt with by the Russo-Jewish Com- 
mittee. Oa the Ist of July the Board had a deficit of £2300, but there was a 
niore serious matter even than that. During the holidays the repatriation was 
suspended, but since the close of the festivals they had received applications to 
the number of nearly 200. Of these about 75 were Roumanians, and the rest 
were Russians and Poles. The increase in the number of Russians and Poles 
who came here was a startling and disagreeable feature ; it was partly caused 
by the immigration of Roumanian Jews, and partly by the crisis in the Far East. 
Having regard ‘to the financial difficulties of the Board he earnestly appealed 
to gentlemen on the rota that they must exact from cases, especially from such 

as were not very good cases, desirous of returning to their native countries, a 
material part of the cost. This was the more necessary as some of these cases 
must have left home without good cause. 


B, Colten supported the Chairman's appeal to members on the rota, 
and expressed the view that no encouragement should be given to immigrants 
who came to London on chance. 


The Finances of the Board. F 


Mr. ArnTittR E. FRANKLIN, one of the Treasurers, presented a statement 
of income and expenditure for the nine months ending 3Uth September last. He 
premised his remarks by pointing out that these quarterly statements were 
naturally incomplete, as they left out of account all sums received under trusts 
or with special instructions as to their disbursement and all sums disbursed 
under specific instructions. They represented only the revenue at the absolute 
disposal of the Board, mainly arising from voluntary contributions and interest 
on investment, and expenditure for direct relief and for administrative charges 
defrayed out of such revenue. The income was £11 4:0 93.64. as against 
{10 027 Os. 2d. in 1899, and £0,827 178. 3d. in 18's, The ‘expenditure in direct 
relief was £11,028 Iss, Od. as against £8,907 in Tk; and £9,0¢4 10s, 34. 
in The administrative charges amounted to £2226 8s. 64. as against 
{2 122 17s. 84. in 1899, and £2,071 3s. 8d. in ‘The result was that during 
the pine months the expenditure exceeded the income by £1,805 17s. Sd. The 
deficit had therefore reached—including the accumulated deficit of the two 
previous years amounting to about £2 200—over £4000. Thus deficit had been 
met by temporary appropriation of monies held in trust amounting to £1 750, 
and a loan at the bank of £2400. As regards the anticipated revenue and 
expenditure for the ensuing three months, the Treasurer puiated out that the 
last three months of 1899—which included many large donations in respc nse to 
the Chairman’s winter appeal—showed an income of £4,900 and an expenditure 
of £4,050, of £850 to the good. But as the expenditure for the last nine months 
showed an increase of £2,400, he considered that unless some special measures 
were taken not only to collect an equal amount, but also greatly to increase the 
contributions between now and the end of the year, there would be no diminu- 
tion in the deficit. It might even increase in view of the growing drain on the 
funds of the Board for repatriation cases. (‘oing into the details of the 
expenditure he pointed out a considerable increase in relief disbursed on the 
rota committees, amounting to about £800. This, added to the £1,200, the 
estimated expenses in connection with repatriating Roumanian Immigrants, 
accounted for the increase of expenditure. He stated that he recently made 
an analysis of the donations received by the Board, and he found that contribu- 
tions of small amounts predominated to such an extent that the whole of the 
donations of under £1 amounted to a total of about £100, which was sufficient 
to meet two days’ requirements of the Board, whilst one-half of the list of 
_ donors contributed amounts of one guinea and under, the total of which was 

only sufficient to carry on the Board for two weeks. It could not reasonably 
expect any further increase in the large amounts contnbated, especially in 
view of the fact that the Chairman had recently made a spccial collection 
among his family and friends, and a few members of the Board. He believed 
that those who had contributed to this list would not reduce their u-ual dona- 
tion, as was so usual in the case of public special appeals, But they must look 
to the smaller contributors to come forward, and by alightly increasing their 
annual contributions, to make up the £1,600 additional revenue which was 
absolutely necessary to carry on the work of the Board. This, however, he 
would point out, had no connection whatsoever with the accumulated deficit of 
over £4,000, which would have to be met by son-2 special means. If something 
was not done to increase the regular revenue, it would be absolutely necessary 
for the Board to reduce its sphere of operations. | 


The PresiDEN’ said that the Board not only was required to raise a large 
sum to carry on its business, but also to liquidate the debt which had accumulated 
during the last three months. The Board owed £4,100, and from £1,500 to 
£2,000 more a year was required to carry on the business, Another point in 
connection with the deficit was that the intellects of the administrators were 
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occupied with the finances instead of with more important problems that pressed 
for consideration.

The Jews in Bagdad. 


The CitaiRMAN welcomed Mr. Morris Cohen, of Bagdad, who was present 
at the meeting, and invited him to address the Council on matters relating to 
Jewish life in Bagdad in general, and to the Jewish School in particular. 


— Mr, Morris Coren said that he was happy to state that the work of the 
Alliance Israélite Universelle and the Anglo-Jewish Association was very 
favourably affecting the Jewish population of Bagdad, He had been twenty-one 
years in Bagdad and had been able to perceive a marked change in the attitude 
of the Mussulman population towards the Jews, especially towards Jewish 
children, whom it had once been the custom to illtreat. The change was 
probably owing, in soim2 measure, to the fact that the pupils of the Jewish 
school in Bagdad were now dressed in European costume, and even grown-up 
Jews had discarded the distinctive dress that they formally wore, adopting 
the plain fez unadorned by a kerchief. He hoped that the girls’ school in 
Bagdad would in time contribute even more than the boys’ school had 
accomplished towards raising the status of the Jewish population. He estimated 
that. there were 30.000 Jews in Bagdad, in a population of 200.000, but the 
number of Jews was rapidly being added to owing to the influx from 
Persia, where the Jews were persecuted. ‘The intluence for good 
which was at present exercised. over the Jewish population by 
means of the Jewish school would of course be materially enhanced if 
some control could be obtained over the Talmud ‘Torah school. That 
school was governed entirely by the Rabbinical Council who would not 
permit the least interference in the management of the school. There could be 
no doubt that its sanitary condition was wholiy opposed to European notions of 
cleanliness. Amongst the Rabbinical Council there was still a great antipathy 
to European education : in fact, when first the Jewish secular School’ was 
established, the Rabbis threatened to excommunicate the parents of all child- 
ren who attended the school. Even in later years, when it was decided to open 
a secular school for girls, it was deemed advisible to state that only instruction 
in needlework would: be given ; afterwards, the curriculum was extended by 
easy stages. ‘T’he school had been established, not showever without pro- 
voking @ pronouncement from the Rabbis, prohibiting Jewish parents from 
sending their girls to the school, Mr. Cohen. in conclusion, commented upon 
the need for additional schools. Obviously, he said, one school was insutlicient 
for a Jewish population, 

Mr. Leoronp Scutoss suggested that Mr. Cohen should present a report 
in writing on the subject. The report could then be placed before Mr. I. D. 
Mocatta, who had recently received an offer from lis nephew, Mr. Kelly. to 
endow a hospital in Bagdad. If the circumstances were laid before Mr. Kelly. 
he might be able to devote a part of the gift towards providing increased school 
accommodation. |

SUGGESTED RETURN OF ATLENDANCES At Counctn MEETINGs—The Execu 
tive Committee have considered a suggestion on this subject made by a member of 
the Association, The Committee are not in favour of such areturn on the 
vround that several members of the Council. who are not regular attendants at 
meetings, yet render valuable service which cannot be recorded on a return, 


BRANCHES.—Owing to his return to South Africa, Mr. Morris Alexander 
has resigned the Hon. Secretaryship of the Cambridge Branch, and has been 
succeeded by Mr. H. D. Cohen,.of Trinity College —Mr, M. Schlesinger has 
been elected President of the Manchester Branch, in the place of Mr. E, M. 
Henriques, who, after holding this office for many years, has resigned in con- 
sequence of continued ill-health. Mr. Schlesinger has been succeeded as 
Treasurer by Colonel Emil Behrens. The Branch has remitted £80. of which 
£60 has been allowed to the Evelina de Rothschild School in Jernsalem. and 
£20 to the Teheran Schoo).—The Nottingham Branch has remitted £3 Is. 

Tiik’ BESSARABIAN AND ROUMANIAN RELIEF FuNpD,—The response to the 
President's appeal exceeds £1,800, and further collections are still being made. 
The bulk of this amount has been forwarded through the Alliance Israclite for 
distribution, but a certain sum is still in hand. This sum includes £150 (moiety 


of a remittance from Cape Colony) which was specially allocated for Bes- 


sarabia, and was received after an intimation had been given by the Alliance 
that no further relief was needed in that quarter. The President has asked 
permission for this £150 to be used for Roumania. The distribution of relief in 
Roumania has been entrusted by the Alliance Israclite to M. Astruc, Director 
of its School at Rustchuk. The Alliance has favoured the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation with copies of M. Astruc’s reports, from which it appears that he is dis- 
charging his mission in athorough and sytematic manner, M. Astruc has visited 

_ several towns, where he’ has distributed relief to persons enumerated in lists 
previously prepared by the heads of the Jewish congregations. He has also 
established Soup Kitchens, paid rents for the winter, and given assistance to 
Schools. In most places his work has only occupied a few hours, as all the pre- 
liminaries had been settled beforehand, The Alhance has also sent confidentially 
an account of M, Astruc’s interview with the French Chargé d’Affaires in 
Bucharest on the political aspect of the Jewish Question, and a copy of its 
instructions to him on the subject of emigration. 


_ SCHOOLS IN THE Easi.—The Director of the Boys’ School at Adrianople, 
in applying for the annual grant of £40. gave an interesting account of the dis-

The Persecution of the Jews in Roumania. 

Mr. H.S Q. Henriyurs moved the following resolution : | 

That this Council desires it? President to forthwith arrange the cilli: 

of a meeting of the Conj)int Committee in order t» bring to the notice of th. 
Foreign Office the civil status of our brethren in Roumaia, and in particalar t 
request that representations be made to the Government of Roumania with a vie 
to altering or abolishing the law, whereby Jews born in Roumania and .de iri: 
of becoming citizens of that country are precluded from acquiring the status 
citizen except by means of naturalisation, which is only granted under conditi.. - 
it is impossible for the majority to fulfil. 

He said that resolution might seem indefinite, but it was purposely s 
Syme time ago the question of seeking the intervention of the English Gover: 
ment on behalf of the Jews in Roumania had been discussed by the Counc! 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association, and at that time the Chairma 
stated that he had come to the conclusion that the solution of the Roumaniar 
problem could not be found in.the promotion of emigration from Roumanis 
but in Roumania itself, and therefore their efforts should be directed toward. 
the prevention of emigration from that country. He did not disagree wit! 
that opinion, but he urged that ifit was proposed to find a solution in Roumanin 
itself it would be found that the provisions of the Roumanian Naturalisat: 
Laws were such as to make it impossible for the Jews to live as men in the : 


native country. Mr. Henrijues quoted some of the provisions «| 
the Naturalisation Act at present force Roumania— whic! 
it clear that native born subjects did not naturi 
right become citizens of the country, as in other lands, but cow 


only acquire the status of a Roumanian subject by obtaining naturalisation in 
the prescrib.d form. In the House of Commons recently, Mr. Brodrick liad 
in answer to a question, stated that no complaint had been received by He 
Majesty's Government, and consequently no representations had been made b\ 
them to-the Roumanian Government. If it was to go forth that Her Majesty - 
Government were unconscious of the illtreatment of the Jews in Roumania 
the Anglo-Jewish Association should undertake the duty of enlightening the 
Government on the subject. Their brethren in Roumania were suffering th 
most acute persecution, and an attempt should be made to relieve them, even 
though the attempt should prove unsuccessful. 


Mr. Danien SeuLo--, in seconding the resolution, said that there could 
not be a greater condemnation of the policy of inaction on the part of repre. 
sentative Jewish institutions than the answer given by the Under-Secretary 0! 
State to the question which was put to him in the House of Commons on thi 
subject of the persecution of Roumanian Jews. 


Mr. J. E. NaviiawN said that there were times when modesty was a qualit) 
to be admired, but there were also times when they should show their manhood 
and their pluck, and demonstrate that they who enjoyed full freedom an«! 
liberty in England. could desire that something of that freedom should hic 
accorded to those of their brethren who were persecuted in other countries. 


Mr. Leoroip Sctitoss said that he heartily sympathised with the spirit 0! 
there solution proposed by Mr. Henriques. It should not be imagined, however. 
that the Association had never attempted to solve the Roumanian probler 
They had approached Lord Salisbury on the subject and made representations 
to the Government. The Association had done its duty in the past withou! 
however achieving satisfactory results, and the Association would assuredly 
not shirk its duty again. | 

Mr. Leciin Wour in support of the resolution, said that it might |x 
possible to intimidate the Roumaniau Government, No goverament was quit: 
insensible to public opinion, and, therefore, he thought that good results migh' 
follow upon an agitation systematically and thoroughly conducted. It was clea: 
that all representations to the Home Government and all questions asked in th:

North London Jewish Literary and Social Union.

This society opened the season with a conversazione last Sunday. During 
the evening the President (Mr. Bertram Jacobs, LL.B ) delivered an interesting 
address, in the course of which he pointed out that the various social and 
literary unions that had recently spruug up in the community, were not the 
offspring of any mere spirit of imitation, but rather a response to a deep-seated 
communal need. They were valuable centres of intercourse between Jew and 
Jew, and thus satisfied a very great desideratum of latter-day Judaism. Mr. 
Jacobs went on to survey the position of Jewry throughout Europe, declaring 
that at no time was it surrounded with so much peril as as the present day. 
But what was deplorable, was that the situation had given rise to suggestions 
which were worse than the disease. 
should be met, not by emphasising the solidarity of Jews, but by merging them 
as completely as possible in the peoples among whom they dwell. Coming to 
the state of English Jewry more particularly, Mr. Jacobs referred to English 
Judaism as an organised hypocrisy. Its ministers cultivated the wealthier and 
more influential members of the community, to the neglect and the detriment 
of the humbler members of their flock. The affairs of the Shecheta were 
managed by men to whom the dietary laws were a dead letter. Thesynagogues 
were administered by people who were partially or totally unobservant Jews. 
Its houses of worship were empty during the greater part of the year, while 
these who did frequent them, prayed in a language they did not understand— 
an absurdity which a Jewish minister had justified on the ground that if the 
worshipper himself did not comprehend his prayers, God did. Mr. Jacobs 
recommended, in conclusion, a permanent and international organisation of Jews 
throughout the world, an organisation which, once established, would become a 
potent reconstructive factor in Judaism, and by dint of united effort restore it 
to its former prestige as a leading moral force in the world,

Russian Items. 


The recently formed Company for providing Russian Jews with cheap 
sanitary dwellings, held its first general meeting on the 21st September last, 
Baron Horace QO, (:iiusburg in the Chair. On the founders being informed that 
the necessary capital had been deposited in the Imperial Bank, the general 
meeting declared the operations of the Company to have been opened. 
Committee was thereupon elected, consisting of Lazar I. Brodsky, I. A. 
Wawelberg, M. A. Warschavsky, Baron Horace O. Giinsburg, D. 8. Poliakoff, 
and other well-known Jews of the St. Petersburg community. The Company 
resolved to acquire the building erected at Wilna for the purpose of cheap 
dwellings, and to ask the Committee to prepare and to execute all the necessary 
deeds in connection therewith, and to draw up the necessary instructions regard- 
ing the management of the buildings. The Committee subsequently held its 
first meeting. During the intermediate days of the recent Festival of 
Tabernacles, the letting of cheap dwellings in the newly-erected Sanitary 
Dwellings at Wilna began. Out of 216 dwellings a fourth part was let. The 
tenants are mostly poor workmen, journeymen, small traders, compositors, 
carriers. \c,

Taganrog Jews of the first Guild have recently been prohibited by the 
police of Rostov on the Don from temporarily visiting that town. This 


_ seemed a great hardship as these two towus are commercially closely. connected. 


An appeal having been male to the governing Senate, the Governor of Rostov 
on the Don hastened to annul his order so that the right of Taganrog Jewish 
merchants temporarily to visit Rostov has now received its formal sanction. 

Before the recent Festival of Tabernacles, the Commissioner of Police 
at Kietf issued an order that every Jew who wished to erect a Succah had to 
inform the police of his intention, on receipt of which information a police 
ctticer, accompanied by a member of the Fire Brigade, would be.sent to inspect 
the spot chosen and to ascertain if there was any danger of fire, and then only 
a permissiou would be granted to erect the Succah. It was further demanded 
that no fire should be lit in the Succah, that candles should bo lit in lanterns, 
and that the Succah itself should not be visible from the street 

‘The entrance examinations are now at an endin Russia. For the Jewish 
youth these examinations proved to be very trying indeed, as only a very few of 
them were successful, Nuambertess refusals ave been the order of the day as in 
former years. At the Kharkoif Polytechnic Institute admission was refused 
even to Jewish candidates who ‘scored 24 marks, that is 4‘ marks. The 
missing of even such an insignificant fraction as one-fifth proved fatal, making 
entrance into that School impossible perhaps for ever. The words, competitive 
examinations, can hardly be applied in their strict sense with regard to Jews, 
whose entrance into a higher school of examination depends not on the intrinsic 
merits of the candidates, but on blind chance. Such system was practised by 
the administration of the Novorossisky University of Odessa in the case of 
Jewish candidates who sought admission into the Faculty of Medicine, Such 
candidates had to draw lots among themselves. whereby only those who were 
gold medallists were permitted to draw lots for the right of admission. There 
was atime when a Jewish candidate not obtaining admission in one University 
was able to obtain it at another University. This also is a thing of the past, as 
every Jewish candidate has a given University marked out for him in advance, 
and if he cannot sé€cure admission into it, he may give up all hope of ever 
obtaining a University education in Russia. The choice of a Faculty is at pre- 
sent also made dithicult, for having chosen a given Faculty, he may not leave it 
in preference fcr another. 


‘T'wo years ago, the Board of Trastees of the Town Hospital of Nikolaiyeff 
appointed Dr. Schulmeister on the staff of surgeons of that institution. Some 
Town Councillors, however, saw in this appointment of a Jewish surgeon an 
infrinvement of the law according to which Jews have no right to serve in 
town municipalities, aud accordingly demanded from the Board of Trustees the 
dismissal of Dr, Schulmeister from the hospital, But the Crown Authorities 
disputed this view of the Municipality, and an appeal was made to the 
Governing Senate. This High Court of Appeal found that Jewish doctors have 
a right.to serve the State within the Pale of Jewish Settlement, and ordered Dr. 
Scbulmeister to be reinstated in his functions as Surgeon of the Town Hospital 
of Nikolaiyell.

The new North-West London Synagogue in Caversham Road, Camden 
Road, was consecrated by the Chief Rabbi on Sunday afternoon. . The syna- 
gogue was already opened for public worship during the late festivals, but as it 
was still in an unfinished state the consecration was postponed from the 16th 
September, the date originally fixed, until Sunday. The congregation is 
independent of the United Synayogue and has been in existence ten years, 
during which period divine service was held in York Road, in a building 
formerly known as the Clifton Hall. About eighteen months ego the lease of 
the building lapsed, and in spite of every effort it was found impossible to obtain 
arenewal. Ata general meeting held to consider the situation thus created, it 


was decided to obtain a site in the immediate neighbourhood, and to erect a 
thereon, the 


synagogue nearest synagogues—the North London in 
arnsbury and the Central in Great Portland Street—being at too 
reat a distance to serve the residents in Camden and Kentish 


‘owns. A site was secured in Caversham Road, on land adjoining 
and belonging to the Midland Railway, and on a portion of this 
land a modest but yet pretty synagogue has been reared. So economically did 
the Committee set to work that the total cost of the synagogue has not exceeded 
£1,300. It has been designed and built by Messrs. A. Schonfield and Co., of 


61, Great Tower Street, and accommodates some 250 worshippers, the provision — 


for males and females being about equal. There is no gallery, the lady 
Se being seated on one side of the Almemmar and the males on the 
other. The Ark stands out prominently as a very handsome structure, There 
is a lofty dome, which ensures ample light and ventilation, and on the whole 
the Building Committee and those who carried out their instructions are to be 
congratulated on the successful result of their labours, The Building Com- 
mittee consists of Mr, E. J, Loewé, President, Mr. Henry Chetham, Chairman, 
Mr. A. Jones, Treasurer, Messrs. B. Ehrmann and J. Prag, Wardens, Messrs, 
E. Berg, H. Braham, Lawrence Cohen, M. Nathan, and E. Schumann, and the 
Rev. W, Lavin, the Minister, who also rendered effective assistance. 

The Ark, which rests on a semi-circular platform, is made of polished pitch 
pine panelled.out in mahogany, and oval in shape. Its double doors are made 
to swing outward, and are of aunique design of hand-made wrought iron scroll 
and ormolu finished brasswork, their beautiful workmanship being fully detailed 

to the eye by the white curtain behind. Above the doors is dased a large panel 
of antique copper bronze with the usual Hebrew inscription,‘ Know before 
whom thou standest,” the characters of which are beaten out in relief, and other 
copper panels are arranged on either side. The whole is surmounted by a copper 
dome, in front of which the Tables of the Law stand out prominently, the 
Hebrew lettering on the latter being beaten out of solid metal. The dome is 
flanked on either side by minarets of pleasing design. The preacher's pulpit in 
front of the Ark is carried out in the same artistic detail of hand-made wrought 
iron work as the doors of the Ark, It is pew-shaped, and very handsome. The 
same design of hand-made iron work is carried out in the Almemmar, with its

graceful curves, the grille which divides the ladies’ seats from the gentlemen + 
and also in the Wardens’ pew. The perpetual lamp is a most. elaborately an: 
ar'istically designed piece of workmanship in brass. The whole has a sweet), 
pretty effect, and is carried out ina manner certainly unique in the way of syna 
gogue adornments. | | 

The pretty appearance of the synagogue was’ heightened on Sanday by . 
tasteful arrangement of flowers and plants, and by the handsome carpeting: 
which covers the greater portion of the floor. The synagogue was formal); 
“opened” by Alderman Sir Marcus Samuel, who presente: 
with a beautiful gold enamelled key. The barrel of the massive wrought go!:: 
key is picked out in blue.enamel scroll work, the head saw pierced in orients 
sty'e, with a‘ Mogen Dovid” in centre, and ornamented in red, white, and blu: 
enamel, with a suitable inscription at back, The key is enclosed in a Morocc: 
case, surmounted with the family crest of Sir Marcus Samuel. The key was 
specially designed and made b} Messrs. Nathan Bros, of ‘London and Birming 
ham, and presented to the Committee by Mr. Maurice Nathan, a member of th. 
firm serving on the Committee, On the key is the inscription, * Presented t 
Sir Marcus Samuel, Kt, on the occasion of the opening of the New Nort! 
West London Synagogue. Tishri 28th, S601.”

understand that your hearts are full of rejoicing to-day. You think to your- 
sclves, What a good and pleasant thing it will be for us to come and worship 
here with our wives and families, to pour out our gratitude to God for the 
mercies He bestows upon us, and to crave His light and help in seasons of stress 
But,alas! we know how fleeting and evanescentare such emotions. 
We are full of warmth to-day, to be replaced by coldness and disdain on the 
morrow. Such fickleness, such lack of constancy, such want of perseverance, 1s 
an ancient racial feeling, It causes the olden prophet to address his pathetic 
remonstration to the people, ‘'O, Ephraim, what shall I do unto thee’? 0, 
Judah, what shall I do unto thee? For your goodness is as a morning cloud and 
as the early dew it passeth away.” Let me endeavour to fix and render 
permanent the feelings that inspire you this day. 

At the most momentous period in the history of Israel, when the Divine 
Will had been revealed to the people, Moses offered up the touching prayer 
recorded in Deuteronomy, vi, 26, “ Oh that there were such a heart in them that 
they would fear me and keep all my commandments always, that it might be 
well-with them and with their children for ever.” ©'This prayer, this aspiration, 
would in all humility re-echo to-day. I would plead: for an abiding spiritual! 
earnestness, for lasting religious enthusiasm. ‘‘Enthusiasm,” you will repeat 
to yourselves. ‘This word has a somewhat uncanny sound, Is not enthusiasm 
that temper of the mind in which imagination has gained ascendency over judg: 
ment, in which the emotional faculty domineers over the intellectual powers | 
Is not an enthusiast, as a rule, a fanatic, a visionary, a day-dreamer, who enter 
tains fantastic notions, cherishes dangerous delusions and effects no real good in 
the world? My brethren, I admit that enthusiasm, like most other feelings, is 
liable to perversion. But l-t me use the term in its original and natural sense. 
The word is, as you know, derived from a Greek adjective, which signifies to be 
inspired, quickened by the spirit of God. The enthusiast is a man stirred by 
noble and divine impulses, Such genuine enthusiasm does not show itself in 
dim and extravagant fantasies. It is instinct with sincerity and truth. It 


arouses all that is heroic and noble in the human breast. It impels 
a man to put forth his finest efforts, and thus to vindicate himself 
under heaven as a (God-made being. It braces him to encounter 


difficulties of every kind, aye, to welcome death and martyrdom for 
the sake of that whic) he holds dear and true. Nothing great has ever been 
achieved in the world without such enthusiasm. It is related of the artist 
Corregio, that, when a lad, he saw a painting by Raffael. Long and ardently 
did the thoughtful boy*gaze at the picture. His soul drank in its beauty as 
flowers imbibe moisture from the dew. He waked to the consciousness of his 
artistic power. Burning with the enthusiasm of enkindled genius, the blood 
rushing to his brow, and the fire flashing from his eyes, he exclaimed, “ I also 
am a painter.’ ‘This conviction cnrvied him through the drudgery of his 
initial studies; it blended the colours on his palette, it guided bis brash, it 
shines on his canvass in his immortal creations, And what was it but such 
enthusiastic love of Queen and country that stirred our citizen soldiers to quit 
their homes and affairs and to jeopard their lives unto the death in the high 
places of the field, so that there is not a son of England who will not join in 
bidding them a right royal welcome on their return to these shores? ‘This is 
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the kind of enthusiasm, or if you prefer the words, this is the earnestness, the 
fervour which I would ask you to manifest in the cause of your faith and your 
(:od. And is not our Judaism worthy of our most passionate devotion? A 
faith which has upheld us for three thousand years, a faith which has taught 
the world its most precious truths, the unity of the (:odhead, the supremacy: of 
virtue, and the grandeur of righteousness as constituting the strength of a 
nation and of the individual, | 

In what manner can your enthusiasm be evinced’ Our text answers the 
question. ‘Oh that there were such a heart in them that they would fear me. 
and keep all my commandments always, that it might be so | with them and 
with their children for ever.” Judsism is nota mere complex of dogmas, but 
essentially a religion of action. It lays down a high moral code. It prescribes 
a series Of ordinances, the purpose of which is to remind us of the zreat and 
stirring events in our people’s history, to keep before us the thought of God, 
and to preserve us from being absorbed by the nations amongst whom we dwell, 
There are solemn acts of religion, rites charged with poetic significance, which 
we are bidden to perform within our homes, so that the house of our pilgrimage 
may be consecrated and become a sanctuary wherein we worship God with 
sincerity and in truth. | would ask you to prove by your actions that the religious 
spirit burns within you. Prove that your Judaism is something more than a 
mere habit, your morality more than a mere formal and conventional propriety, 
a surface goodness which springs from regard to public opinion. Prove that 
it is born out of your heart, rooted in yonr very being. Let itbe evidenced ina 
genuinely pious and consistent life, and in the loyalty you henceforth exhibit to 
this temple which you have reared. | 

It must be admitted, I fear, that hitherto the Jewish residents of Camden Town 
have evinced but scant interest iu public worship. And Lam credibly informed 
that, had it not been for the zeal evinced by a small band of workers, no place 
of worship would have been called in existence.. Let me beseech you, my 
brethren, that this day may mark the end of such unhappy languor and luke- 
warmness in the cause of our faith. Let me beg you in the first instance tbat 
this building be not hampered by debt. A balance of £300 is still owing to the 
‘builder—a hability which your generosity to-day will, | hope, wipe out. Do not 
permit this sanctuary tostand void and bare. Oue of our ancient teachers tells 
us in characteristically fore:ible words: ‘He that bas a synagogue in his place 
of abode, and does not frequent it, is termed an evil neighbour, for his example 
exercises an evil influence upon all who dw-ll nigh unto him.” The first and 
foremost duty, to the fulfilment of which the consecration of this house 
admonishes you, is the observance of the Sabbath. Just because the tide 
of life runs so high at the present day, just because of the feverish energy which 
pulsates every business enterprise in this huge city, it becomes dcubly and 
trebly necessary that you should consecrate the divinely instituted seventh day 
of the week to rest and public worship. And although we freely acknowledge 
that this observance entails many a sacrifice, yet can it be denied that those 
who refuse to make sacrifices for their Judaism, at the end sacrifice thei 
Judaism altogether? I plead not for your sakes only, but for the sake of your 
children, “that it may be well withthem.” Youn have provided for them a 
zealous teacher, a commodious class-room, which, I earnestly bope, will neve: 
lack diligent and attentive pupils. But be assured of thts, that unless you give 
the example of consistency, unless you evidence practically your love for this 
louse, the teacher's exhortations, however fervid, will but prove in vain. = Thi 
position of our brethren has at all times demanded the most ar xious considera- 
tion, Never bas it been fraught with graver issues than at the present time 
Ooh, what a mighty world-force should we become if some of the enthusiasm we 
give to our daily business were devoted to the cause of our faith, to the 
service of (:od and of our fellow men, to the spreed of knowledve and virtue.

Liverpool, which through the initiative of Mr. William Rathbone. has been 
the pioneer of the system of district nursine bas made a step in advance for 
the more perfect carrying on of this work by tlie openine last Friday of the new 
Central Home fer District Nurses. presented to the City by the David Lewi- 
Trust. The fund for the development and extension of the work raised in com 
memoration of the Queen's Sixty Years Jutilee amounted to about 
which sum was augmented by an offer from the David Lewis Trust to build a 
new Central Home. and should it be required another district home at a 
total cost not exceeding £10,000, The new Central Home of the Liverpool 
Queen Victoria District Nursing Associations situated at the corner of Princes 
Koad and Parliament Street, and isin every way suitable for the work. The 
building, which tegether with the land was bought by Mr. Benn W. Levy, is 
well adapted for the purpose. ) 

The opening ceremony on Friday was presided over by Mr, Benn W. Levy. 
who was supported by. amone others, the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress of 
Liverpool (Mr. and Mrs. Louis S, Cohen.) | 

In the course of his speech; Mr. Lev) said it was a great gratification to 
him to welcome them there that day. When, some years ago, the late Mr. 
David Lewis bequeathed his property to Mr. George Cohen and himself, they 
were both resident in Australia, and they decided to devote the whole of the 
money for the benefit of the poor and suiferitg, especially of the cities of 
Liverpool and Manchester. Mr. Gecrge Cohen was still resident in Australia, 
and he had given full power to him (the Chairman) to dispose of his portion of 
the legacy as might seem most advantageous to the purposes and aims they had 
in view. Although an Australian lie was not a stranger to that city, as forty 
years ago he came from abroad, and was at various schools there. It was, 
therefore, with the greatest satisfaction that he found himself able to do some- 
thing to help the’poor of the city of which he had such early and happy recollec. 
tions, but felt. that he had not enough knowledge of the locality to assume the 
whole responsibility of utilising the legacy, so he consulted the citizens of 
Liverpool and Manchester as to what would confer the greatest benetit on those 
they wished to aid, 


At the close of Mr. Levy’sspecch Mra. Raviteeosr declared the building open 


Mr. Levy said that hisnext pleasurable duty was to present to the Lord’ 
Mayor. as ex-otticio President of that institution, the deeds conveying the free- 
hold of the property, and that pleasure. he added, was accentuated by the fact 
that the Lord Mayor was a near relative of Mr. George Cohen and himself, 
and was closely associated in business for many years with the late Mr. David 
Lewis.—(Hear, bear). He should like to take that, his first public opportunity, 
of thanking the members of the Corporation for the great courtesy they had 
always shown to him in his endeavours to do what was in his power for 
Liverpool. He presented the deeds of the institution to the Lord Mayor in

A well-attended meeting of the Central Committee of the English Zionist 


| «deration was held on Sunday at the Central Hotel, Cardiff. Mr. J. Cowen, 
“ring Sessional Chairman, presiding. 


[n the course of his quarterly report the Chairman said: | wish to call. 


ur attention to a very notable success achieved by the Federation, and which 
uid not have been realised but for the fact that you had a Federation in 
stence. I refer to the circular to Parliamentary candidates issued by us a 
w weeks ago. The best proof of its success lies in the fact that our opponents 
we seized upon it. The idea of issuing the cireular came from the 
‘ederation and met with the warmest approval of the Actions Com- 
vittee in Vienna and our leader, Dr. Herzl. Indeed, the rapidity 
ith which the idea was carried outatthe Federation office, and, locally, is a vood 
of of the strength of the organisation which has been so quickly built up. 

r what have we done quite apart from Congress and all our other work! We 
save gained the avowed and public support of some of the best men in England 
‘or our movement, and we cinalready rely upon a large amount of support in 
ic British House of Commons itself for our cause should it be ina position to 
» brought forward during the lifetime of the present Parliament. We are 
iglish enough to employ English methods in dealingwith English elections. What 
ery Society or League, religious, social, or commercial does we have done. 


We are not above following in the wake of the English Church 
nion or the Navy League. We look’ upon Zionism some- 
ning more than a mere local affair. That we are right is proved 


ny the fact that. members—non-Jews as well as Jews—have agreed to 
ut as guardians of our interests. But 1 will go further and say that Jewish 
uterests are as safe, and perhaps safer, in their hands than in those of some 


f{ our own people, who would use the House of Commons only as stepping» 


tones to their own glory, careless of the welfare of their own folk. These 
meu Who have olfered us their support truly keep up that high ideal which has 
always distinguished the real Koglishmain—as distinct from the quasi-Englishman 
{ this, that or, other persuasion—of being in the van of all movements which lead 
freedom, liberty and righteousness. I am sure they willinterpret their support 
1 its widest seose, and that they will understand Zionism asa policy governing all 
the smaller issues of Jewish life. Naturally, in the large world of politics. one 
jas at time strange bed-fellows, and one caunot always get as co-workers men 
who are in agreement with every point, but I have every confidence that you 
who look.at the state of Jewry from the very broadest point of view, will agree 
with me wken I say that it is far better to take advantage of some of the good 
otives of a man who may be against us on a particular poiut rather than let him 
ase the whole of his energies against 'us. Who knows but that this may be the 
means of persuading him to look with more favourable eyes upon Jewish alfairs 
altogether, One thing is certain. We have undoubtedly won for the Jews 
much more respect by a thorougbly Enghsh method of agitation than all the 
petty little ways which so frequently distinguish our community. We have in 
an honourable manner gained afresh recognition of the existence of the Jew asa 
Jew—a recognition which will not be without its effect on the Continent of 
Lurope. My last word must be one of thanks to those gentlemen who have so 
cindly said yes to our question, 

A large public meeting under the auspices of the Enghsh Ztonist Federation 

was held in the Cardiff Synagogue, Cathedral Road, on Sunday evening. Mr. B. 
Jacops, President of the Cardit! Dorshet Zion Association, occupied the Chair. 
The speakers included the Rev. Dr. M. Gaster: Mr. L. J. Greenberg, Sessional 
Chairman of the Federation : Mr. J. Cowen, Mr. J. De Haas, Hon. Secretary ; 
the Revs, 8. Fyne (Newport), P. Wolfers and Katz (Carditf), Messrs. J. Massel 
(Manchester) and Jacobs (Birmingham), and Jack Lewis, Treasurer of the 
Cardiff Hebrew Congregation. 

Mr. J. pe Havas moved the following resolution :— 

Trat this meeting hereby expresses its hearty sympathy with the Zionist movement, 
its unabated confidence in its leacers, and pledg sg itseif to do all io its power to 
further the interests of the cause. 

lle thought that in Cardiff every Jew ouvht to have some understanding and 
some natural appreciation of what Zionism was and what it meant, because 
they lived in the midst of a small nationality that faced the end of the 19th 
century with a renaissance of their ideals, culture and aspirations. It was 
somewhat different in England, where there was not always a particular and 
detinite kind-of national movement, like the prevailing Imperialist movement, 
and there were Jews who might be forgiven if they did not understand what 
/ronism meant. But if they were in doubt as to what Zionism meant, let them 
ask the average Welshman, They would only have to tell him)that they were 
‘ews and had an idea of the people returning to Palestine, and he would bridge 
the details and would understand the yéarning in the Jewish people. He found 
that the Scotchman understood Zionism better than the Enulishman, and, 
therefore, he held that a Jew living in Wales ought to appreciate the meaning 
of Zionism with less objection, at any rate, than a Jew living in the Eastern 
part of England. In Cardiff, too, they could not have the attack on a“ pet.y 
-cheme for a petty kingdom.” After all, Palestine was of much the same size 
aud character as the Principality of Wales. The characteristics of the Welsh 
in maintaining their own traditions were very much on all fours with the feeling 
amongst Jews. He did not propose to deal with the criticism made of late. 
against the Zionist movement. They were constantly told, even in the syna- 
vogue, that their movement was lacking in spirituality, in idealism. They 
would find, however, that Zionism was as lofty in its aspirations, as noble in 
its ideals as any doctrines current amongst the Jews or any other people.— 
(Cheers.) ‘The true ideal could only be found in a people intellectual, intelligent, 
noble, and who had many capacities. The nationalist duty which the Zionist 
movement had to perform was to overcome the effects of the 1,800 years of 
Ghetto existence, which caused Jews to look at the nation in an undignified 
way. He did not like the notion which treated Zionism as an universal 
“nebbich.” The Jew should not merely pity the miserable Jews in Russia and 
Siberia. If it were only subjugation and not persecution in these lands, it 
would still be the duty of the Jews to raise the national standard, so that they 
might hive a national life. Zionism would rouse that national aspiration and 


conscience so that each would say “I am a Jew.’ That was the crux of the 


question. They should be prepared to accept the common burden of the 
Jewish people. Was that burden misery, or glory and comfort. then let them 
share it and not turn round in the moment of either misery or afliuence, and 
say: “IT am an Englishman, or a(ierman, of Jewish persuasion.” That was 
the message of Zionism. By accepting it they would be doing something to 
raise the Jewish people out of misery and slavery.—(Cheers.) : 

The Rev. P. WoLrers said that the resolution only asked those present 
to confess themselves good’ Zionists. Zionism, as he understood it, was a desire 
to lessen pain wherever it was found and to secure for those who suffer a 
legalised home. To think of men denied the rights and privileges of their 
fellow-citizens was to call them to do what they could for him. Whether they 
were English, German, Polish, let them all join in the splendid movement. 

Mr. J. Massii., of Manchester, then addressed the meeting in Yiddish. The 
resolution having been carried, 


The Rev. Dr, Gasrer, in response, said: Do you know what to-day 
means in English history? If I am correct, this 1s Trafalgar Day—the 


day of Nelson's great victory. If you combine in your minds the 
possibility of a peaceful Jewish lasting victory connected with the House 
of God, then you will have more or less a definition of what we understand 
by the Zionist movement and Zionist aspirations. It means the establish- 
ment once for ever of a life independent, and of a hope realised under Divine 
guidance ; Zionism means to us the falfilmént of the Divine word—the calling back 
of Judaism to its book and to the full understanding of the ancient prophecies 
which are now sounding to our ears, if we hear them at all, like words from an 
ancient past, without meaning and without hops. Zionism is the realisation of 
all that has been foretold, — It is the lifting up of the nation, and it is something 
much more. For the first tims we have been able to show to the world that we 
have a grand idealistic aspiration ; that we are not given up body and soul to 
material pursuits, but that whatever our pursuits and mode of life may be we 
still cherish in our hearts the hope of better things, not only for ourselves, but 
for all down-trodden and persecuted Jews who yearn for parce and rest.— 
(Cheers) We read in our ancient book of a legend of an old man 
who is met by the Emperor in Palestine planting seeds of a tree. He asks him: 
‘What are you planting there?” “TI am planting the seed of the karoa-tree.” 
‘That, as you know, doesn't yield fruit for fifty years. Well, the reply of the 
old man is of some consequence. He said: ‘ My fore-fathers have planted and I 
eat the fruit of their labour. I am planting for the future.’ Now, can you 


stand up and tell me where there is a Jew who will say: “I plant the 


seed, and expect my grand and great-grand-children to eat asa result of my 
work.” Thatis Zionism. That is what we mean. We mean at once the belief 
that our grand-children will reap the land where the grandfathers have sown. 
We wish to pick out from the minds of ths body of Zionists the dread that a 
time may come when the country where we live will kaow no more. That is 
the curse which is following us, and it is beautifully expressed in the 


conception ‘God's glory now in exile.’ It is for us to bring back 
the glory of God. It means the old. truth, the old. principles of 
life and freedom which are now obscured in a_ dungeon, living 


in a prison and covered up.  It-is to tear off the veil that covers the glory 
of God. and to brine it bick to its ancient place. the otd home where (1 dis 
shining upon us, There is one grand and significant thing which has happened 
recently and am afraid passed unnoticed. We hada Congress in, London I 
don’t speak much of it because everyone here will be fully conversant with 
that grand gathering of Jewish intellect and its self-abnegation, and devotion to 
lofty ideals, which was held for uniting the scattered members in love and’ 
friendship. But I speak of the admiratioa due to the Faglish Press—‘Chears). 
We expectin England fair play. We expect that in this classical land of free- 
dom, where every aspiration towards greatness and loftiness has its regular 
home. But it is not this alone. There are other grand modvemo2nts which 
willbe as readily received and sympathetically commented upon, but there is 
something more. England is now what we ought to be—the land of the book. 
The English nation knows the Bible, we don t know it. and what is the result? 
england has the greatness and the divine character of Zionism That is the 
significant meaning. That is our great moral vindication before the world. 


We have been able to show that we are still the sons of the Old 
Covenant. that we have not forgotten our Bible, however little 
we may hear of it. The echoes have not died = out of 
our hearts. The Envlish nation understands us, there’ is 


something which [am sorry to say our own people dont understand. To the 
English nation Zionism and Judaism isone and thesame. Tothe Englishman 
the Jew who «an repudiate the prophecy, and whossays he is not living for the 
credit of bis race, lives a life which is a mere empty phrase. Fourteen hundred 
papers have responded to that appeal as no Jewish paper has done, That isthe 
lesson we have to carry home to our hearts. If you wish to raise us in the 
estimation of the races,if you wish to be resperted more than the ordinary man, 
cling to the old traditions which we have in the movement, and then know that 
noman wWillaccuse you of those childish fears which only the spirit of the Ghetto © 
will engender. It will repay you to read the English papers. Not a single paper 
has been found to say that bic ause a Jew isa Zionist he is not a good English- 
man. It never entered their minds to dissociate the Knglishman, We are good 
citizens. We do our duty, and join in all the troubles that are cast upon us, and 
that we take upon ourselves asa duty towards the State. I need not allude to 
the patriotic ebullition where our youth has come forward side by side to fight by 
the sons of this great Empire. Do you think that among the many soldiers 
who fought in South Africa there were no good Zionists) There isnovcontradic- 
tion. LI need not remind the Cardit? people of Colonel Goldsmid—Cheers)— 
who is as good a soldier as he is a Ziomst. How cin anyone say that we 
cannot be as good Englishmen as every other citizen of the State, and at the 
same time cheri-h one of the highest and one of the undying hopes of mankind ? 
On the contrary, we combine the ideals of the future with the idea of the ful- 
filment of the present. If that doesn’t lift us up in the estimation of our 
neighbours—I don’t know anything in this world that will aecomplish it but 
Zionism, It is only left to our own friends:and people who don’t know their 
owa minds to discover these paltry and puny accusations, England has 
fought for what? For freeing the negroes in Africa. May we not fight in a 
peaceful manner to free our own white slave brethren in Europe’?  ‘Tnat is 
what we are doing, and we look forward to you to do as Nelson said on this 
day, * To do your duty to your country and your homs.” You have it in 
your hands to prepare the progress of mankind in a manner no other nation 
in the world can accomplish. You have the key of the future to unlock doors 
which will lead the people out to progress, freedom and happiness, or to leave 
them in the dungeon in which you may enclose them and yourselves—shoose ! 
—(Loud and prolonged cheers). 


The Rev. 8. Fyne (Newport) then moved the second resolution : 

This meeting farther pledges itself to do all in its power t» farther the Zionist move 
mentinthe United Kingdom by endeavouriog to obtain increased support for tha 
English Zionist Federation. 

Rev. Mr. Karz (Cardiff), seconded, in a Yiddish speech. 

The resolution having been carried with enthusiasm, ' 

Mr. L.. J. GREENLERG, in reply, said he accepted on behalf of the Federation 


‘the welcome accorded tothem, When they met their fellow-Zionists in different. 


parts of the country they went away like thirsty travellers refreshed at a water 
spring. He especially thanked the Ladies’ Reception Committee for their 
hospitality. He also desired to thank the Wardens of the synagogue for the 
use of the holy building. The fact that they met in that synagogue 
showed the stride their Movement had made, because many of them could 
remember the time when they were not allowed to meet even in a building adjoin- 
ing a synagogue, lest members or ministers might be contaminated with what 
was called the Zionist poison. But now it was b eing seen that instead of poison 
they were administering the life fluid without which Israel would cease to be a 
nation,and when that came about, Judaism would truly be in a bad way. The 
Movement had been submitted to keen criticism, and they did not complain of 
criticism when 1t was fair and above board. Since the Congress the criticism had 
been particularly keen and sometimes particuliarly bitter. One of the last of the 
genial things that they had been told was that they were like the frog in .Nsop's 
Fable—that they were putting themselves out and would svon burst. So said 
the Jeiish Chronicle. When the Chronicle threw at their heads these fables 
they were pursuing a dangerous game, and he would respectfully remind them 
in response of another fable—of the ass in the lion's skin, whose status in the 
animal world was not discovered until he brayed. (Laughter). But when it 
was sought to thus belittle Zionists he would ask what other Jowish organisa 
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tion in this country had shown one-tenth of the energy and the working power 
of Zionism and the English Zionist Federation. That was the only organisation 
the members of which travelled up and down the land working continuously for 
the cause. The Zionist organisation, was the only one that had been able to 
institute a world congress. Cheers.) Had the Anglo-Jewish Association or 
the Board of Deputies done comparable work? The reason was that 
Zionists were in earnest in the work they had undertaken. ‘Take for instance, 
the Board of Deputies, which was supposed to represent the whole of Anglo- 
Jewry. How had they proceeded in the matter of alien immigration! ‘The 
question of alien immigration had been a serious question for along time. 
Serious, not because of its inherent danger or possibilities, but because a 
number of Jew-haters used the question of immigration to further their 
hatred. They disseminated all sorts of ridiculous stories of an alien invasion— 
of Englishmen being ousted by foreigners and other such nonsense. It was 
necessary that some sort of truth should be told in answer, and they looked 
to the Board of Deputies to tell it. But that body sat—sat still—(Laughter) 
—for about a twelvemonth, and at last, after various announcements ot what 
they were going to do, they issued an eight-page pamphlet, every word of 
which had been copied from the Jews) Chronicle without acknowledgment. 
Place that sort of. thing side by side with the Federation's work, side by sive 
with the work of Zionism, and then say on which side was true earnest conviction, 
The ditticulties of the movement had been and were immense. They had in 
appealing to people to rely upon great principles. They had not been 
able to tell the people they would lessen the income tax or the price of bread 
or rent, but had to put before them merely a high ideal. ‘They had only the 
duty of a free people to their brethren in slavery and persecution to present. 
Now the latest criticism to which they had been subjected, was by reason of 
their having undertaken at the recent General Election to invite the-various 
candidates to express their views on the Zionist uéstion. It was asked “ What 
has Zionism to do with English politics’” But the people who asked this 
forgot that Zionism might become a matter of English politics sooner than they. 
expected.—(Cheers.) For what Power had the interest in Palestine that Enuland 
had, seeing that England in Egypt was next door neighbour to Palestine, and that 
the shortest way to India was through Palestine. Therefore what they had 
done was necessary. It was necessary they should know how far the repre- 
sentatives of the English people were in favour of their movement.  Was.it 
of no value to get. for instance. from ° Mabon.’ of Rhondda, an expression of 
opinion which was “I am with the Zionist movement heart and sou]. and will 
do all that I can to further it in and out of Parliament. —(Cheers). Sir E. 
Reed and Mr. J. Lawrence, the Member for Carditf and his opponent. had also 
expressed approval of Zionism. More important still was the fact that Sir 
Ellis Ashmead-Bartlett, who knew the Turkish Eipire as few people in this 
country knew it, had also approved. He said: ‘I feel much sympathy with the 
Zionist movement, and am especially glad to attest it.’—( Cheers). Sir 

it was not too much to say. knew something of the Sultan's views at least 
more than the conductors of the Jewish papers in England. But how could 
these people who complained of their action in tlhe matter object) They were 
always saying that they were Englishmen of the Jewish persuasion. and if that 
were so. they surely had a right to apply to the English representatives in 
Parliament to ascertain their views—(Hear. hear). Zionism was of import in 
England. not only because Envland stood pre-enrinent among the nations where 


- the Jew could stand up and say he had human rights. but because of the Alien 


and entirely opposed to any restriction of Alien immigration

Immigration question to which he had referred. He spoke as one absolutely 
But they could 
not stopthere ‘There were millions of their brethren who must get away from 
the hell upon earth in which they lived. Jews in England would not be true to 
their country if they stood with their arms folded and merely opposed alien 
immigration, they must find a counter proposition which would take the Jews 
of Russia and Roumania and Galicia to freedom, and their best hope was to 
be found in the legalised home in Palestine the Zionists hupe to obtain. Zionism 
must eventually succeed whoever and whatever opposed them if they would but 
work bravely on, recollec ting what it was for which they were striving, and con- 
scious that they had the approbation of Him who “ watching over Israel slumbers 
not nor sleeps.’—( Loud cheers). 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and to the Delegates was moved by Mr. 
J.Cowern. Hesaid he was pleased to have seen the Chairman stand out of the 
crowd, and have shown himself as good a Welshman or Englishman as any of 
those who were opposed to them. No one worth considering would think worse 
of him for having presided at the Zionist meeting. He might not be called a 
traitor, but if he were he would find himself just now in good company. There 
was a good deal said of late of the ditferent kinds of Jews, but he thought 
the stupid nonsense should stop. His friend, Dr. Gaster, took the words 
out of his mouth when he spoke of ‘Trafalgar Day. As a member 
of the Navy League as well as the Zionist Federation—(Hear, hear)— 


'. he thought he (the speaker) had the sole right to repeat Nelson's words that 


they were expected to do their duty. ‘The late Marquess of Bute left instruc- 
tions for his heart to be buried in Palestine. That was a beautiful thing, and 
gave aman an idea of the Marquess’s character, such as one would not get 
otherwise. But the difference between the Marquess of Bute and the Zionists 
was that they didnt want to die and be buried, but to live in Palestine.— 
(Cheers.) He believed that what kept away English and Welsh Jews from 
Zionism was the fact that it caused them to think, with all the attendant 
troubles of that operation. Speaking for the moment. only as an Englishman, 
he would remind them that, twelve months ago, a war broke out in the Trans- 
vaal because most of the people in this couniry believed that a few thousands 
of their countrymen had not the right to vote there. That was the whole 
thing, whether true or not—that there was a belief that a section did not get 
their civil rights. But here were Zionists fighting because millions were denied 
not only the right to vote but had not even the right to live.—(Cheers.) As 
Englishmen, it would be cowardly not to do something to relieve their 
down-trodden brothers. But the great argument of their opponents was, 
“Would you go?” In this, the anti-Zionists tried to catch them both ways, 
If they said they would leave their homes, they would be said not to be true 
Englishmen because they wanted to slip away, and if they did not say they 
would go they would be told that they were not true Zionists. There was no 
more reason for a man's going than for his being bound to marry his deceased 
wife's sister because he was in favour of the Deceased Wife's Sister Bill. 
—(Laughter.) | In conclusion, he expressed pleasure in finding in the gather- 
ing—the first Zionist gathering in Wales—so large a number of Zionist friends. 

Mr. M. JAcons (Birmingham) seconded, and the motion was carried with 
acclamation. 

Dr. GAsTeR, before the meeting dispersed, took the opportunity of 
expressing regret at the recently shown tendency to allow differences as between 
English and Foreign Jews to grow into their communal life. He hoped they 
would find means of uniting, not of separating. Their work would be facilitated 
and accomplished if all Jews stretched out a helping hand to each other. Thus 
could they all add their share towards the efforts Zionists were making and 
the achievement of which depended upon the unity of our people. #

A petition is being largely signed by Jews in Roumania for presentation to 
the Senate and the Chamber of Deputies, asking to be granted the same political 
rights as all other natives of the country. The petitioners point out that in 
Article 46 of the Paris Convention of 1558 equality of rights was assured to 


them, and that they have waited in vain for forty-two years for the fulfilment 
of this pledge. 


Hampstead Synagogue Religion Classes. 


The annual distribution of prizes to pupils attending the Hampstead Syna- 
sogue Religion Classes was held on Sunday last at the West Hampstead Town 
Hall. Mr. S. Mosts, M.A., occupied the chair, the prizes being distributed by 

The proceedings opened with the ‘singing of the 100th Psalm by the 
children, | 

The Hon. Secretary's report was then read, the following being an 
abstract :— 

Judging from pergonal ob:ervation on the part of the Committee and the teachers’ 
and examiners’ reports, the work of the c'asses for the last session has been very succ:ss- 
fal. The attendancé was highly eatisf.ctory, a large number of the children never missing 
once. The work of the whole tch ol, ag in the previous year, was divided into eight claaves, 
hve of these having the advantage of the same able teachers as in the previous session, 
namely : The Rev. A. A. Green, the Misses Isabel Levy, Julia Abrahams, Liebet Jacob 
and Marguerite Hayman. The Committee also secured the serviccs of Miss Friedlander 
Miss Heilbron and Miss Rubinstein, under whose superintendence the classes made very 
good progress. Through the personal exertions of the Rev. A. A. Green, the Commit'ee 
were enabled to hand the very satisfactory sum of £72 to the Treasurer of the Jewish 
Branch of the Children’s Country Holiday Fund. The sum collected for the Orphan Aid 
Society amounted to £17 153. The Committee regret to report the resignation of Miss 
Jaiia Abrahams ss a teacher. The school has had the advantage of Miss Abrahams’ 
assistance for the last five years, and the Committee take the opportunity of expressing 
their sincerest thanks to Miss Abrahamsand best wishes for her future welfare. The Rev. 
M. Hyamson examined the classes in July, and his report cor tained the following obsec- 
vations; the were examined rina roce, except those in the highest class, to 
wh m papers were set Ample evidence was afforded of.z alous and conscientious effort, 
bh th on the part of teachers and taught, retlecting the highest credit on the 
supe intendent and his Staff. The reading was accurate and fair.) fluent; the passages

were accurately answered, Congratulations on tue succ: ss already achieved and wishes 
for its furtherance.” 

The CHAIRMAN, In his address, said it was over nine years since the Classes 
were formed, and having been connected with them from the beginning he could 
vouch for the fact that there had been a steady and continuous progress. 
They were formed some eighteen months before the synagogue was opened, and 
they started with 70 pupils and three teachers. They had now increased to 
i.) pupils and nine teachers, At the beginning the statf consisted only of 
putd istructors, but at the present time, excluding the Rev. A. A. Green, only 
three out of a statf of nine were professional teachers. It was gratifying to the 
Committee to find that four of the present staff were former pupils of the Classes. 
Tne Classes had done very useful work, but there was still a great deal to be 
done, to which attention should be directed. It was occasionally attempted to 
extend their scope, but owing to inadequate support the attempts had for the 
time not met with success. Some years ago it was proposed to form a Haph- 
torah Class under the superintendence of the Chazan, but that had avery short 
existence. He could not help thinking that the children of the members of the 
Hampstead congregation were much worse ol! in respect of religious instruction 
than their fathers were thirty years ago, or than the average Jewish child in the 
Kast Knd of London was at present. It could not be too earnestly or too 
often impressed on the Jewish residents in the neighbourhood that the work 
of the classes must be supplemented by thorough and conscientious work at 
home. Also that some part of the home work in all cases where the parents 
could afford it—and in Hampstead he did not think there would be many parents 
who could not afford it—should be spent under the supervision and instruction 
of a Hebrew teacher. At prize distributions he had heard on more than one 
occasion the Rev. Mr. Green appeal for the preservation and encouragement of 
the religious home life which he had enjoyed in. his childhood. Asa layman he 
had a certain amount of fear of touching upon any religious subject, but he had 
no hesitation in affirming that the study of Hebrew, the Scriptures, and Jewish 
History was one of the best and easiest means of educating a child's mind. 
Hebrew was not sufficiently studied, nor were the Scriptures, but Jewish His- 
tory, whether of the Bible times, or of post-Biblical times, scarcely met with 
any attention at all. The ordinary West End child devoted far too httle time to 
the study of Hebrew and the Scriptures, and Jewish history was a subject which 
had been long neglected by Jewish school children. He was afraid very few 
had read Mr. Israel Abrahams’ “ Jewish Life in the Middle Ages,” or Picciotto’s 


“Sketches of Anglo-Jewish History.’ Mr. Moses concluded by addressing a 


few words to the children. 


The CHAIRMAN then, on behalf of the Religion Classes Committee, the 
Board of Management, and the members of the synagogue, presented Miss 
Julia Abrahams with a handsome gold curb bracelet, asa slight token of the 
appreciation of the synagogue for her valuable services during the last five 
years, In making the presentation, he said it was indeed gratifying to think 
iow closely Miss Abrahams’ family had been associated with the best work 
of the synagogue, and he doubted whether any other household could show a 
better record or one more worthy of imitation. He considered Miss Abrabams 
had a proud record to look back upon, and it was to be regretted that she bad 


to give up her honorary duties at the classes—duties that she had performed 


with great conscientiousness, with unremitting care and attention, and with 
successful results. However, the reason of her resignation was a happy one, 
and on behalf of himself and his colleagues he offered her their heartiest con- 
gratulations on her approaching marriage. 


Mr. Henry HyMAns, in proposing a vote of thanks to the teachers and 
examiner, said he could testify to the enormous amount of work which was 
done in the Classes, and he knew that the teachers had no light task to perform. 
He could not understand how parents could rest without seeing that their 
children became well conversant with the study of Hebrew and the principles of 
their Religion. They were failing in their duty if they delegated that task to 
others, and he wondered what would become of Siieae in the next generation 
if the present state of things were continued. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 


The Rev. A. A. GREEN, in responding, said that he enjoyed every moment 
he spent with the Classes, He thought it important to remember that the 
great object of the Religion Classes was not to enable the pupils brilliantly to 
acquit themselves in a searching examination, but to impart to them a knowlege 
of their religion which would stand them in good stead in the future. Inafier 
life they would have many calls upon their religious principles, and he hoped

He considered 
one of the chief and most pleasant features of the classes was the teaching of 
synagogue music to the pupils. It enabled them to join in the synagogue 


service, and once the tunes became familiar to them they remembered them all 
their lives. 


Mr. A. J Ac Opn seconded the motion and it was carried unanimously, 


Mr. J. SamMvue., after responding, proposed a vote of thanks to the 
Chairman and Mrs. Moses. Mr. Moses had been a severe but honest critic in 
reviewing the work of the classes, but at the same time he was pleased that he 
Was satistied with the improvement which had been made.
